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Editorial 





SALES OUTLETS 


Restriction of outlets for the sale 
of nursery stock by legislative enact- 
met is reasonable only if it is in the 
public interest. Regulations should 
protect the public by preventing the 
sale of below-standard, untrue-to- 
name, nonviable or otherwise worth- 
less plants. Nurserymen, whose prime 
interest is in selling the public plants 
of good quality and character, which 
will give lasting satisfaction to cus- 
tomers, are seldom, if ever, affected 
by such regulations. The object of 
them usually is to protect the public 
| against sales outlets offering nursery 
| stock temporarily and as a minor ad- 

junct to the principal commodity or 
service sold. 

Occasionally a suggestion is of- 
fered to remedy the industry's ills 
by restricting the sale of nursery 
stock to nurseries and garden shops 
entirely. This is class legislation, 
however, being in the interests of a 
single type of business and not for 
the benefit of the general public as 
such. Besides the legislative bar to 
such enactment, there is the further 
objection that if such restriction were 
made for nursery stock, similar limi- 
tations might be placed on hardware 
and other lines of merchandise. That 
would be possible only in a paternal- 
istic or despotic type of government, 
not in a democracy. 

Not only does the federal trade 
commission watch the observance of 
fair trade practices on a national 
scale, but in an increasing number of 
states provisions in the nursery in- 
spection law give regulatory officials 
the authority to inspect plants of- 
fered at retail outlets for viability, 
quality and trueness to name. Some 
states are active in the enforcement 
of such provisions of the law. Other, 
more general ordinances and statutes 
for the protection of the public 
against fraud, misrepresentation and 
the like are available for the protec- 
tion of retail buyers. 


Perhaps public education through 
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garden magazines and the garden 
pages of local newspapers, as well as 


the establishment of the nursery- 
man’s reputation as the assured 
source for quality stock, are the most 
effective present efforts to divert the 
public from unreliable temporary 
sales outlets to those within the in- 
dustry itself. 





CROP SURVEY 

Increased appreciation of the 
value of the nursery crop reporting 
surveys conducted by the United 
States Department of Agriculture is 
indicated by the larger percentage 
of returns by nurserymen to the 
questionnaires sent out in 10 states, 
which were filled out more accurate- 
ly and completely this season than 
last year. From a total of 3,720 
growers of nursery stock sent the 
questionnaires, returns totaled 76 
per cent, ranging from 70 to over 
80 per cent in various states. The 
information thus obtained on pro- 
duction and sales of nursery stock 
should prove valuable in connection 
with the marketing studies on dis- 
tribution now being undertaken in 
two regional projects. 





TREES CAN KEEP BALANCE 


To other reasons for planting more 
trees a most important one has been 
added by the dean of the college of 
medicine of one of our large univer- 
sities. They can help maintain the 
balance of oxygen and carbon di- 
oxide which has been upset in recent 
years by the millions of automobiles, 
trucks and airplanes, he states. Plants 
use up the carbon dioxide that is 
produced by the burning of fuel and 
by the breathing of animals; from it 
the plants produce sugars and oxy- 
gen so that animals can live. The 
balance between the gases also in- 
volves the stability of the weather, 
he asserts. 

To offset the tons of carbon di- 
oxide, not to speak of other fumes, 
going into the air from the engines 
that run automobiles, trucks and air- 
planes, he advises the planting of 
trees, at least a dozen for each auto- 
mobile, probably 100 for a truck and 
several hundred for airplanes, espe- 
cially jets. 

Although the value of trees for 
the comfort of the human race has 
been recognized for centuries, he be- 
lieves they are found more impor- 
tant in this motor age. Planted along 
highways, they would relieve the fa- 


tigue of drivers, restore natural beau- 
ty, prevent roadside erosion, reduce 
noise and take carbon dioxide from 
the air. To preserve the balance in 
the face of the wasteful use of oxy- 
gen from the air and the increase 
of carbon dioxide added to it, large- 
scale planting of trees along high- 
ways and in cities is essential. 





INDUSTRIAL LANDSCAPING 


Plantings about industrial and of.- 
fice buildings in urban and suburban 
areas have received increased atten- 
tion in the public press and conse- 
quently by corporation executives in 
the half-dozen years that the Amer- 
ican Association of Nurserymen has 
sponsored competition for ‘Plant 
America” awards. Hence, the 
enth competition this year is likely 
to enlist more entrants than previ- 
ous ones. The landscape nurseryman 
is benefited by the recognition he re- 
ceives on the installation of a plant- 
ing, while the corporation takes 
pride not only in its grounds, but 
also in the employee and public re- 
action to an award. 


SevV- 


In some communities it is just 
as much “the thing” to have a fac- 
tory or office building surrounded by 
an attractive lawn ornamented with 
shrubs and trees as it is for the resi- 
dents to beautify their home grounds 
with such plantings. The more pub- 
licity given to the national contest 
and the award winners, the greater is 
the likelihood of further growth in 
this category of the landscape busi- 
ness. 


The A. A. N. has already supplied 
its members with information about 
this year’s contest, but hopes to en- 
large its scope. Folders and othe: 
forms are available by which a nurs- 
eryman can interest clients in enter- 
ing the contest. Ordinarily the latter 
are only too happy to take advan- 
tage of the opportunity, for the re- 
production of photographs of plant- 
ings in a local newspaper, particu- 
larly when coupled with news of an 
award, is considered by them a bright 
feather in their caps.

Do-It-Yourself Plan Sells Landscaping 


Taking advantage of three cur- 
rent trends, the growing tendency 
to outdoor living, the do-it-yourself 
fever and the universal appreciation 
of professional results achieved at a 
fraction of professional prices, Ex- 
terior Decorators, Tucson, Ariz., 
have established a new service 
through which the homeowner’s out- 
door living area is expertly planned 
and decorated, yet the cost is held 
at a minimum. The firm calls it the 
custom do-it-yourself landscaping 
plan. 

As offered by the Tucson nursery, 
custom do-it-yourself landscaping 
gives the householder the services of 
a fully trained landscape salesman 
in working out a complete and, if 
need be, long-range plan. Homeown- 
ers themselves contribute the labor 
involved in carrying out the project, 
while all plants and materials from 
soil conditioners to tools are pur- 
chased from Exterior Decorators. 

Two Calls Made 

In actual practice, the service be- 
gins when the company’s landscape 
salesman calls upon the householdet 
to explain the service and to exam- 
ine and measure the grounds. At this 
time location of all doors, windows, 
walls, walks, drives and other fea- 
tures that must be taken into con- 
sideration in the completed plan is 
also noted. An appointment is made 
for a later conference for more de- 
tailed planning. 

At the second meeting, the land- 
scape expert, having made a scale 
drawing of the area to be planted, 
discusses with the homeowner the 
type of planting desired. In the

Tucson area preferences run from 
native desert plants, such as cacti 
and mesquite, to lush plans includ- 
ing lawn areas and year-round flow- 
ering plants. At the second confer- 
ence the plan is brought to comple- 
tion. The exact plants to be used, the 
location of each plant and the mate- 
rials needed for the project are speci- 
fied. Instructions for preparing the 
ground for planting, advice on care 
after planting and the estimated cost 
of the entire plan are also given. To 
this point the customer has obtained 
custom planning free of charge. 
When the plan has been agreed 
upon, delivery of all or any part of 
the order is made immediately by 
the nursery. Since the homeownet 
contributes the labor, with the aid 
of instructions from Exterior Deco- 
rators’ planners, the deliveries may 
be made over a period of months 
or as working time and funds allow. 
A slight premium is charged for 
custom work over walk-in retail sales 
in order to offset delivery, credit and 
other special services involved. 
Should the homeowner wish to 
do only part of the actual landscape 
work, or none at all, Exterior Deco- 
rators maintain a service to meet 
this need also. Lists of workers spe- 
cializing in various types of labor, 
including patio and wall construc- 
tion and lawn planting, are main- 
tained by the firm, and these work- 
ers are recommended directly to the 
householder, once more cutting down 
costs by bypassing the contractor. 
New homeowners are, of course, a 
great potential source of customers 
for this custom do-it-yourself plan- 
ning service. Here Exterior Decora- 


tors admittedly have an advantage, 
since the retail nursery outlet was 
established as a subsidiary of the 
Lusk Corp., Tucson home builde 
Nursery owners without this direct 
connection, however, may obtain 
lists of new homeowners from public 
records such as real-estate transfers 
recorded with the registrar of deeds, 
from “Welcome Wagon” member- 
ship and other agencies. 


Cultivate New Home Market 


As an opening gesture of friend- 
ship, new homeowners are presented 
with a gift plant from Exterior Deco- 
rators. The plant is accompanied by 
a letter stating that the nursery is 
interested in aiding with landscaping 
problems about the new home and 
offering a 10 per cent discount on 
plants and other items purchased 
within a 3-month period. 

At a time when costs, including 
those of moving into a new residence, 
are high, the discount offer is appre- 
ciated while the 3-month period 
gives the nursery time to prove its 
worth to the homeowner. An uncon- 
ditional 45-day guarantee is given 
with every plant sold, and replace- 
ment is made if satisfactory growth 
is not maintained with normal care. 
The firm, officials report, has experi- 
enced no problem with returns unde1 
this guarantee. In the few cases in 
which returns have been made, high- 
quality suppliers have stood the loss 
and replaced nursery stock. 

Customers other than Lusk home- 
owners are attracted to Exterior Dec- 
orators by word of mouth advertis- 
ing, by cold calls made by landscape

Crab Apples

America are offering for sale some 


140 different species and varieties of 


ornamental flowering crab apples, 
according to the most recent issue 
of the “Plant Buyers Guide,” and of 


these 36 are apparently the most 


popular. The majority of these are 


Oriental types or their hybrids, but 
there are some of the natives includ- 
ed, and it is these that are susceptible 
to the juniper rust when grown in 
the vicinity of junipers. Also, it 
should be remembered that most of 
the native American crab apples bear 
fruits that are green and are not 
brightly colored. 

Most nurserymen are familiar 
with the booklet, “Crab Apples for 
America,” published in 1955 by the 
American Association of Arboretums 
and Botanical Gardens. In this pub- 
lication detailed information can be 
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found concerning all but the most 
recently introduced crab apples; so 
such information will not be repro- 
duced here. 

The chief difficulty, for the author 
of this article or anyone else, is to 
determine sound ground on which 
certain varieties can be noted as 
worth growing and others should be 
noted as not worth growing. In the 
collection of malus at the Arnold 
Arboretum are growing some 250 
species and varieties, since we try 
to grow all of these valuable or- 
namental trees for study. It is a won- 
derful collection in which to make 
comparisons when the trees are in 
flower and fruit, but as any plants- 
man will point out, it is just one 
collection in one set of environmental 
conditions. 

Even with this obvious drawback.

might not be grown for sale as or- 
namentals an‘ give the reasons why 
Others will undoubtedly take excep- 
tion to such an arbitrary selection, 
at least until they realize that ap- 
proximately 60 are left as worth con- 
tinued growing; then it becomes 
their task to select from the preferred 
list those that they want to carry 
in their own nursery. 
Recommended Varieties 

The list of recommended varieties 
on the opposite page is a large one, 
but it is most difficult to reduce 
Certainly no one grower is going 
to grow them all. However, in mak- 
ing his selections, he should decide, 
for instance, if he wishes to grow 
the pendulous types or fastigiate 
types. If not, some nine varieties can 
be eliminated at once. Then he must 
make decisions on the colors, being 
certain not to list all reddish purple 
flowered types, but rather to have a 
salable spread of colors. Combined 
with this he certainly should include 
some of the double-flowered forms, 
make certain he is including yellow- 
fruiting forms with the red-fruiting 
forms and at the same time have a 
sclection that includes at least a few 
standard trees as well as the lowe! 
types. Time of bloom can enter into 
his decisions, also. There are some 
varieties on this recommended list 
that are alternate bearers or do have 
mediocre fruit, but either they have 
proved popular in the past or they 
are so outstanding in other charac- 
teristics that they have been in- 
cluded. 

One must admit that the crab ap- 
ples are probably the best group of 
small-flowering trees for landscape 
planting today, hardy wherever ap- 
ples are grown (and some consider- 
ably hardier). These are some of the 
reasons why it has been necessary to 
include such a large number of rec- 
ommended varieties. It should be 
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pointed out, also, that this large 
group is so diversified in its many 
landscape assets that a plant to be 
worthy of naming as a new variety 
should surpass many of these varie- 
ties in landscape qualifications. 

For the Discard 

As for those to discard, there are, 
of course, the native species and 
varieties, most of which may be 
thought of as beautiful in flower but 
not outstanding in fruit. It is the 
many Oriental varieties, that have 
both good flowers and good fruits, 
which make the better ornamentals. 

Then, there are many that are 
markedly alternate in their bearing 
habits. This may not be true in all 
areas of the country, but it is cer- 
tainly a basis on which to bear down, 
especially if there is nothing particu- 
larly outstanding about the variety 
in other respects. 

There are some varieties which the 
introducers themselves have studied 
carefully over the years and have 
recommended to be discontinued. 
This is especially true of some of 
the rosybloom crab apples intro- 
duced by the government experiment 
station at Ottawa, Ont., Canada. At 
first these crosses were most inter- 
esting, and enthusiastic staff mem- 
bers named numbers of seedlings and 
distributed much propagation mate- 
rial. Further study and comparisons 
over the years fully demonstrated 
that some varieties were superior to 
others either in flower, color, annual 
bearing or general habit. It was then 
that the station published recom- 
mendations of the best of this group 
as well as a list that might be dis- 
carded. 

The station is to be commended 
for doing this for two reasons: First, 
it is always difficult for an introducer 
to admit one of his introductions 
is inferior. Secondly, he is in the 
best possible situation to do this (if 
he has been overenthusiastic in the 
first place), for he has the oldest 
stock and is better enabled to make 
such recommendations than anyone 
else. It sometimes happens (with aza- 
leas as one example) that an enthu- 
siastic introducer will name far too 
many varieties, and others, less better 
qualified, will try their hands at 
naming the best. 


Susceptible Varieties 


Then there are crab apples which 
over the years have been found 
markedly susceptible to fire blight. 
This pernicious disease we shall al- 
ways have with us, and if certain 
varieties seem to be more susceptible 
to it than others, they might well be 
discarded unless, as is the case with 
Malus toringoides, other meritorious

ornamental characteristics seem to 
make it worth growing, regardless. 
Scab is another disease disfiguring 
some varieties in the midwest. 

There are a few varieties on the 
so-called discard list that are cer- 
tainly worth growing in the coldest 
parts of the United States and cer- 
tain areas in Canada, where they 
have been able to withstand colder 
temperatures than any other malus 
varieties. The following varieties are 
in this group and have withstood 
winter temperatures of —50 degrees 
to 60 degrees Fahrenheit. If grown 
in warmer areas, they would not be 
so good ornamentals as their less 
hardy relatives: Arctic Dawn, Big 
River, Rescue, Rudolph, Snowcap, 
White Fox River. 

One other reason for discarding 
certain of these crab apples as orna- 
mentals is the fact that some have 
fruits nearly two inches in diameter. 
Admittedly, this is a desirable trait 
if one wants a dual-purpose type, but 
the larger the fruits the more care 
one must take in spraying and the 


more troublesome they become if 
allowed to drop and rot, unused, on 
the ground. Small-fruited varieties, 
bearing fruits about the size of a 
large pea, do not take much spray- 
ing. Insect injury in such fruits is 
not nearly so noticeable as in the 
larger 2-inch fruiting varieties, where 
worms can easily distort the fruit 
to such an extent that fruits ar 
actually obnoxious to have to ob- 
serve. 
Affecting Factors 


To place oneself in an attitude 
to understand this selection, it is well 
to take a few outstanding examples. 

Malus purpurea—Since this hy- 
brid was first introduced, over 50 
years ago, it has become increasingly 
evident that many clones have ex- 
tremely poor-colored flowers—a red- 
dish purple that quickly fades to an 
unsightly lighter color in a few days. 
There are new clones which retain 
their color much better. Hence, the 
species might be eliminated for bet- 
ter asexually reproduced clones. 

Malus micromalus—Anyone who 
has ever seen this in full bloom will 
have noted it as “one of the very 
best,” both because of its excellent 
pink to white flowers and its round- 
ed form. The hitch is that it is defi- 
nitely alternate bearing (certain 
years it has practically no flowers), 
and the fruits are not outstanding 
in the fall. With many other annual 
bearers available that have good, 
bright-colored fruit as well, this 
might be omitted, except possibly 
for the connoisseur who wants some-

They grew up in this business, which 
their father, Lawrence Wilson, op- 
erated for many years.

He also has 
had years of experience in the retail 
nursery business. 


Steel-Arch Construction 


The new garden center’s store 
building, built of concrete blocks, is 
40x60 feet. It is of exposed steel- 
arch construction, an architectural 
feature of the entire shopping cen- 
ter. There are two shade houses 
attached to the store building, one 
on each side, each 50x60 feet. These 
are of steel-frame construction with 
heavy wooden slats providing 50 
per cent shade. Fiberglass replaces 
the slats over the main walks, mak- 
ing it possible for customers to in-

feature of the shade 
houses is the provision made for 
shade on the sides. Instead of the 
slats’ extending all the way up and 
down the sides, only the upper half 
is shaded.

them from outside the house. The 
front of each shade house is open, 
making the interior clearly visible

Host Long Island Group 


By Robert H. Brewster 


Held recently, the second annual 
tour of New Jersey nurseries, ar- 
ranged for Long Island nurserymen 
was a success. This tour was spon- 
sored by George Runge, Jr., of the 
Nassau county extension service. 

George Harris, Princeton Nurs- 
eries, Princeton, N. J., acted as a 
guide to show the operations of this 
1,000-acre nursery. In a vast pack- 
ing shed, bare-root nursery stock 
was being delivered on removable 
truck bodies. These platform bodies, 
loaded with bare-root stock, could 
be hoisted to any desired spot by 
one operator. In this building the 
stock was graded, and most of it 
was used to fill orders. Stock not 
immediately used was stacked in 
large wooden bins, where it was 
readily accessible. A running inven- 
tory was kept on these as to varie- 
ties, grades and number. 

A large refrigerator room was 
shown the nurserymen. Here, a 
temperature of 32 to 34 degrees 
Fahrenheit and a relative humidity 
of over 90 degrees are maintained. 
It was reported possible to store 
nursery stock for over one year in 
this chamber. Its function is to hold 
deciduous material, except shade 
trees, until August. 

B&B Stock Under Lath 

Outside the packing shed and re- 


frigerated rooms, B&B nursery stock 
was held on surplus army flats in a

lath house. These flats are handled 
by a fork lift. When raised, nursery 
stock can be easily packed into 
trucks for delivery. 

Next, the nurserymen visited vari- 
ous blocks of shade trees in which 
the nurseries specialize. The Long 
Island nurserymen were impressed 
with Acer platanoides Summer 
Shade. The maintaining of a leader 
could be seen, as well as evidence 
that it was making rapid growth. 
Another promising variety was 
Gleditsia triacanthos Shademaster. 
This upright locust is thornless and 
generally considered seedless. Tilia 
cordata Boston, a budded linden, 
appeared to have much better sym- 
metry than other small-leaved Euro- 
pean lindens. 

It was explained to the group that 
five miles of 8-inch underground 
pipe is used for an irrigation system. 
Nursery stock is dug with a machine 
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that cost about $15,000 to develop. 
The device pulls a knife by cables 
through an entire row. By this 
method, bare-root stock is produced 
with longer roots than if it is dug by 
hand. The largest-size ball obtained 
is 12-inch, unless the soil is wet, 
when a 14-inch ball can be dug. 
Three digging machines are used. 
Rutgers University Farm 

After lunch, the nurserymen vis- 
ited the horticultural farm at Rut- 
gers University, New Brunswick, 
N. J. Here, they were impressed by 
200 American holly variety trials, 
In addition, there are major shade 
tree plant trials underway, but they 
are in the beginning stage and little 
can be gained by viewing them at 
the present time. In three to eight 
years, this should be an important 
trial for nurserymen and the public 
as well. There were 1,100 species of 
iris in plantings, but the best time 
for viewing these is the third week 
in May. 

Dr. William E. Snyder and Don- 
ald Lacey, Rutgers University, guid- 
ed the Long Island nurserymen 
through the farm. There were a 
considerable number of rhododen- 
drons and azaleas, under a canopy of

Cooperation in Tree Census 
By Robert H. Brewster 


George Peters, deputy commis- 
sioner of public works, Nassau 
county, New York, was the featured 
speaker at the recent meeting of the 
Long Island Arborists’ Association 
held at Brightwaters, L. I. With 
colored slides he described the big 
tree census that will be conducted 
on Long Island every 10 years. Mr. 
Peters, past president of the Long 
Island Horticultural Society, initi- 
ated the first survey in 1948 and 
completed it in 1952. Since this sur- 
vey, many changes in the region’s 
tree population have occurred, and 
the society plans to make a similar 
survey every 10 years to chart the 
big tree trends. 

In conducting the first survey, 
Mr. Peters found that it was too dif- 
ficult to tell native trees from cul- 
tured ones. White pine, hemlock 
and many others have been planted 
on Long Island since colonial days. 
The survey also pointed out the suc- 
cession of dominant tree species that 
is brought about as a result of cli- 


matic changes through the 
There were relic trees, representa- 
tive of species that were widespread 
before the ice age. A colony of red 
spruce, for example, grew on Orient 
point up to 1930. Sugar maple, 
white pine, hemlock and paper or 
canoe birch are a few of the other 
relic species that can still be found 
on the island. 

Apparently, the next succession 
brought southern trees into domi- 
nance in the area. Persimmon trees 
are still grown in Brooklyn and on 


ages. 


the west end of the island. Then 
the climate became cooler once 
more, and young southern trees 


could not survive. 
Warming Trend Seen 
The present climate trend on the 
island is believed to be toward 
warmer weather again. Cardinals 
and mocking birds have been seen 
locally for some years. Less hardy 
species of vegetation, slower to re-

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Growing English Holly 
In the Northern States 


By Tom Dilatush 


Ilex aquifolium is somewhat like 
Rhododendron maximum in that it 
will not grow well in the open sun 
in many nursery fields, and in many 
home yards it will burn on the sunny 
side of the house but do well on the 
shady side. 

Yet in damp foggy climates (such 
as the Pacific northwest coast) Rho- 
dodendron maximum and Ilex aqui- 
folium do well in the open fields be- 
cause a damp foggy climate will 
shade plants from the sun fully as 
effectively as a lath house and the 
damp air prevents drying of the 
foliage. 

In mountainous areas of the tem- 
perate regions of the east, Rhododen- 
dron maximum thrives in the open. 
Often this is partly explained by 
the fact that the mountain shades 
the rhododendrons a part of the day. 
Also the air is cooler, and there is 
less drying of the foliage. The grow- 
ing season is shorter, and the foliage 
hardens better. But although the 
mountain soil is well drained, yet 
there is seepage in the rock layers. 

Hardiness Argued 


There has been much controversy 
as to whether English holly is hardy 
or not, and much about this prob- 
lem can be learned from nurseries 
that are growing Ilex aquifolium in 
field sizes. There are several on Long 
Island, N. Y., along the New Jersey 
coast and in the Chesapeake bay re- 
gion near salt water. Here the air is 
tempered and dampened by the 
ocean or bay, and Ilex aquifolium 
is doing quite well in open nursery 
fields. However, there is a noticeable 
difference in those that are sand- 
wiched between rows and those that 
are exposed to the full effect of the 
winter wind. The wind will burn 
the leaf edge brown in the more 
exposed portions of the field, and 
sometimes all the leaves on the 
windy side will turn brown. 

Ilex aquifolium does well in many 
places inland but not in open field 
plantings. In the colder portions of 
northern New Jersey, eastern Penn- 
sylvania and adjoining parts of New 
York, there are a number of smaller 
nurseries where Ilex aquifolium is 
being grown along with other ever- 
greens for landscape purposes. The 
temperatures of these territories 
sometimes drop to much below zero 


during the wintertime. These nurs- 
eries are all located in reasonably 
protected spots. Typical would be a 
nursery located at the base of a hill 
in town. Shelter from the wind is 
provided by the hill and by the 
density of homes and shrubbery in 
the area. Often additional protec- 
tion is provided by the plantings and 
buildings of the nursery. 


Successful Plantings 


I have planted a number of Eng- 
lish hollies in areas where the win- 
ter temperatures have been known 
to reach 20 degrees Fahrenheit be- 
low zero. Some have died, but those 
that have been successful indicate 
where they are best planted. The best 
general locations for planting were 
on a homesite in a clearing in the 
woods on the side of a hill and at 
a home in an older section of town 
where much protection was provided 
by the mass of shrubbery and trees. 
Within the individual yards the best 
locations were either against the 
shadier sides of sheltering evergreens 
or against the shady side of the house 
(northwest being best) provided that 
there was wind shelter. 

At several different nurseries in 
the south I have found English hol- 
lies growing in full sunlight in open 
field conditions. In most instances 


these were poor looking with dull, 
dusty leaves. Yet in other southern 
nurseries 


I found Ilex 


attractive 
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aquifolium growing in lath houses, 
irrigated beds or in partially cleared, 
shady wooded areas. 

Apparently English holly will 
grow in more nurseries and home 
yards than has been thought possible. 
It does not look as though it would 
adapt to a large nursery operation 
in the open field in the east, except 
in a few selected locations. The 
greatest opportunity for planting 
English holly seems to lie among 
small nurseries east of the Missis- 
sippi river, especially in the broad 
belt from St. Louis, Mo., to Phila- 
delphia, Pa., where there are tem- 
perate areas without super-cold or 
super-warm climates. Many land- 
scape nurseries would profit by add- 
ing a few English hollies to their 
program, especially if the nursery is 
located in town on the slope of a hill 
or in a naturally protected spot. 
Nurseries in open, windy fields prob- 
ably should not try English hollies 
unless they have a growing area pro- 
tected by evergreen windbreaks. 

It is also important to consider 
the type of homes that are being 
serviced. If a lot of work is done 
at older homes or at homes in natur- 
ally sheltered locations, English hol- 
lies can doubtless be used. Surely 
people like them, and they are not 
hard to sell. It is a matter of ethics 
and good business to see that they 


are not sold unless they are likely 
to do well after planting 
Needs Good Drainage 
Ilex aquifolium does not have 


strong soil requirements other than 
that there be good drainage. Poor- 
ly drained soil may kill hollies. 
They need frequent irrigation in 
early and «idsummer growing pe- 
riods. Root mulch is wise, but little 
fertilizer is xeeded to keep a good

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green leaf color. Late summer irri- 
gation or too much fertilizer may 
make late growth that can winterkill. 

English hollies ship well and trans- 
plant easily with average-size soil 
balls. There are a number of eastern 
nurseries that sell small potted sizes. 
The best times for shipping and 
planting are late spring and early 
fall. Larger B&B sizes primarily 
come from several Oregon nurseries, 
although there are eastern distribu- 
tors. Freight is a large factor in cost, 
but if one plans to share in a freight 
car shipment or knows someone who 
is sharing in a freight car load of 
fruit trees from Oregon, it is prac- 
tical to obtain B&B sizes in this 
manner. Fall shipments from Oregon 
are often unwise, because the Ore- 
gon coastal winters are mild and 
the growth is not always hardened 
well. To take holly from this mod- 
erate climate in the fall and shove 
it into rough winters is often too 
much of a shock. Late March ship- 
ment is much better because by then 


the hollies in Oregon have experi- 
enced winter conditions and will not 
be affected by the somewhat colder 
weather they may encounter in the 
east at that time. 

Pyramidal Form Best 

Variety selection is not too impor- 
tant, although it is often sensible to 
buy those varieties advertised by 
the growers as having a pyramidal 
upright form. These are more useful 
in landscaping and often appear to 
be more for the dollar in the cus- 
tomer’s eyes. 

The variegated types are not less 
hardy than the green but are handi- 
capped in that the white or yellow- 
variegated parts of the leaves can- 
not manufacture food (photosynthe- 
sis can go on only in the green 
parts); thus the green parts are the 
only growing parts on the leaf and 
support the white or yellow portions 
as excess baggage. In sunny or windy 
situations the yellow or white por- 
tions of the leaf may turn brown or 
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lose intensity of color and appear 
muddy. Extra care should be taken 
to give hollies the most favorable 
spots available.

New Weed Killer Tested

Practically no weeds appeared 
and three times as many seedlings 
were produced in the results of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority's test 
of a pre-seeding weed-control chem- 
ical applied to white pine seedbeds 
at the TVA forest nursery, Clinton, 
Tenn. The chemical used was 3, 5- 
Dimethyltetrahydro-1, 3-5, 2H thia- 
diazine-2-thione, purchased under 


an established trade name. 
Twenty-four seedbeds, each 4 x

400 feet (38,400 square feet), were 
treated. The chemical was applied 
in late October, 1957 (the manu- 
facturer recommends treatment 
when soil temperature is at least 70 
degrees Fahrenheit), with a ferti- 
lizer distributor at the rate of 12 
pounds of dry material to each 1,600 
square feet of seedbed. No filler was 
used. After application, the beds 
were tilled to a depth of two to four 
inches. 


Since the soil was moist, it was 
not necessary to use water to seal in 
the chemical. If it had been dry, 
however, it would have been neces- 
sary to irrigate thoroughly after 
treatment. Five months elapsed be- 
tween the time of treatment in the 
fall and the time of seeding in the 
spring (the manufacturer says one 
to two weeks is a sufficient waiting 
period). A complete fertilizer was 
applied to both treated and untreat- 
ed beds prior to seeding in the 
spring, and the beds were tilled four 
inches deep. 

Seedling survival counts at the end 
of the first growing season indicated 
almost three times as many seed- 
lings in the treated beds. They were 
also larger and of better color. The 
man-days required for weeding 
treated seedbeds were less than half 
those needed to weed the untreated 
beds. 

Although these results were based 
on only one year’s experience, the 
chemical was found to be effective 
and easy to apply. Since it can be 
applied in the fall, there is no delay 
in spring seeding. It not only gave 
effective weed control, but also lived 
up to the manufacturer’s claim that 
it will destroy fungi responsible for 
damping-off and root rot. 

Treating cost in the first test was 
about $350 per acre. Later appli- 
cations cost less because the chemi- 
cal was purchased in larger quan- 
tities. Even at $350 per acre, 
however, the treating cost was 
quickly recovered through increased 
production and reduced weeding. 
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Sour Cherry Virus 
Studied at 


Pennsylvania Station

Most of the sour cherry trees pro- 
duced by Pennsylvania nurserymen 
are propagated from virus-free bud- 
wood maintained at the fruit re- 
search laboratory of the Pennsyl- 
vania agricultural experiment sta- 
tion. Located near Arendtsville, Pa., 
in fruit-famous Adams county, the 
laboratory is operated by the Penn- 
sylvania State University, University 
Park. 

Virus-free budwood has increased 
tremendously in value among sour 
cherry growers, who now have an- 
other cherry virus with which to con- 
tend, known as rosette, or Pfeffingen 
disease. 

Symptoms include reduced 
growth, numerous rosettes of leaves 
and buds, death of spurs and termi- 
nals and low yields of poor-quality 
cherries. Fruits also mature at dif- 
ferent times. 

No sign of Pfeffingen disease has

been found in the virus-free blocks 
of sour cherry trees maintained at 
the Pennsylvania fruit research lab- 
oratory. Dr. Fred H. Lewis, patholo- 
gist at the laboratory, says the 
Pfeffingen disease on other sour cher- 
ry trees in southern Pennsylvania 
may have come from Europe in 
Mahaleb_ cherry Although 
nurserymen formerly received thei 
seeds from Europe, most seeds are 
now produced in the United States. 


Found First 


the symptoms of Pfeffingen disease 
develop after inoculations with the 
virus. 

These scientists hope to discover 
ways of providing budwood free from 
Pfeffingen disease in the same way 
that budwood free of necrotic ring 
spot and yellows is now produced 
and distributed. 

The research faculty at the 
Arendtsville laboratory includes Dr. 
Frank N. Hewetson, pomologist, and 
Prof. Dean Asquith, entomologist.

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Wood Chips for Nurserymen 


Once in a great while a waste 
product is discovered that sudden- 
ly turns out to have real value of its 
own. Wood chips are an example. 
They are a by-product of tree-trim- 
ming operations or they are made 
from waste sawmill slabs and edg- 
ings. Wood chips are being used by 
nurserymen and landscape contrac- 
tors in many parts of the United 
States 

Basically, chips reduce the cost of 
weeding and watering and form a 
good mulch. Other uses have been 
found for them through the ingenu- 
ity of park superintendents, city for- 
esters, nurserymen, arborists and 
others concerned with plants, shrubs 
and trees. 

Country Gardens, a_ landscape 
contracting firm located at Hunting- 
ton, L. I., N. Y., buys nursery stock 
from over 30 nurseries along the east 
coast. For the landscaping of the last 
10-mile section of the Connecticut 
turnpike, Country Gardens pur- 
chased 24,000 pieces of stock. Oak, 
maple, linden, hawthorn, dogwood, 
hemlock, several kinds of pine, 
honeysuckle and burning bush were 
used primarily. Evergreens were 
used to screen private homes and 
industrial buildings from the turn- 
pike. 

William E. Gelson, supervisor, 
used wood chips produced by a 
Fitchburg chipper from waste slabs 
and edgings in a nearby sawmill. He 
figured on 20,000 square yards of 
chips along this 10-mile section of 
the turnpike. 

The chips were dumped near the 
plantings from a truck holding five 
cords and then were raked around

the bushes and trees. They were ap- 
plied to a depth of four or five 
inches. 

Chips Beneficial 

Country Gardens finds that chips 
eliminate 90 per cent of the weeds. 
They also retain moisture so well 
that watering costs are cut 60 to 70 
per cent. In view of the fact that un- 
skilled labor receives $3 an hour, it 
pays the firm to use chips. Cost of 
chips and spreading them is 75 cents 
a square yard. This is rapidly paid 
for by savings in maintenance costs. 

State authorities require a guar- 
antee from Country Gardens for six 
months for nursery stock planted in 
the spring and for 12 months for fall 
plantings. Lowered maintenance 
costs because of the wood chips are 
therefore an important profit factor. 

Chips are also useful along the 
steep embankments for the preven- 
tion of erosion and are used to cover 
the bases of trees in temporary stor- 
age. 

An example of the value of wood 
chips for mulching was demonstrat- 
ed by James H. Cookman, South- 
borough, Mass. He has a 66-acre 
tree farm and keeps a stockpile of 
chips for mulch and composting, as 
well as for sale. 

A large pile of such chips settled 
two feet in two years because of 
breakdown into compost. He was 
able to pass half the chips from this 
pile through a '%2-inch mesh screen, 
showing that chips break down read- 
ily into good composting material. 

Joseph S. Negyesi, owner of Peer- 
less Tree Service, Stamford, Conn.,

Electric Light Co. and then runs the 
branches through his chipper. The 
wood chips that are produced are 
automatically blown into his truck, 
as shown in an accompanying illus- 
tration. Mr. Negyesi sells these 
chips to nurserymen at $2 per load. 
He finds that the wood chips rot to 
make an ideal mulch. 

Dick Smallenburg, superintendent 
of parks and cemeteries at Holland, 
Mich., uses chips around trees and 
shrubbery in all the parks. He has 
used wood chips to prevent erosion 
of an embankment in the cemetery 
and has spread chips in truck lanes 
to make a more solid base. 


Ideal Near School 


Burt Roubos, city forester, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., has four Fitchburg 
chippers and chips around 
trees and shrubbery in city parks. 
He also finds them valuable around 
plantings at Campau school, since 
the soil is not packed down solidly 
when children romp around on the 
springy chips. 

Wood chips are in use at the coun- 
try’s second-oldest regional shop- 
ping center. Landscaping at Shop- 
per’s World, Framingham, Mass., by 
Wyman’s Nurseries, consisted of a 
variety of flowering trees and shrubs 
as well as evergreens. Chips are 
spread around pines to a depth of 
two or three inches to control weeds 
and to retain moisture. In some 
areas, chips have been applied to a 
depth of five inches as a mulch. 

At one time, several large ever- 
greens appeared to be dying. They 
were near asphalt pavement, which 
hindered moisture from reaching the 
roots. The circles around the trees 
were enlarged and chips were placed 
around these trees to a depth of eight 
to 10 inches. Because moisture was 
retained by the chips, the trees are 
now in excellent condition. 

Primarily chips keep down weeds 
and promote growth of the planting 
by reducing competition from weeds, 
by holding in moisture and by de- 
composing into a mulch. They have 
reduced weeding and watering costs 
because of this. They prevent ero- 
sion on embankments. One man uses 
them to cover the base of trees 
that are in temporary storage.

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Foliar Analysis—New Tool 


In Deficiency Diagnosis 


Reported By Kenneth Bradley 


A slide-illustrated talk on “Foliar 
Analysis’ by Dr. Fred Emmert, 
plant nutrition specialist, University 
of Connecticut, Storrs, opened the 
program of the seventh annual Con- 
necticut nurserymen’s short course, 
held at the university January 21 
and 22. Among the points of his talk 
summarized in the following para- 
graphs are the advantages of this 
type of analysis. 

Dr. Emmert opened his remarks 
by stating that the terms tissue 
analysis and foliar analysis are vir- 
tually synonymous; foliar analysis 
indicates that the leaf of the plant 
is analyzed, while some other part 
of the plant is considered in tissue 
analysis. 

The complexities of the field were 
cited by slides of unhealthy plants 
with various symptoms of disorder. 
The point was made that definition 
of the specific nature of such dis- 
orders is virtually impossible with- 
out further information. Treatments 
often have been based on the science 
of “guessology.” Plant distress symp- 
toms such as those illustrated can 
only indicate that a disorder exists 
but rarely yield information as to 
the cause of the disorder. 

Dr. Emmert said that a method 
is needed to diagnose accurately nu- 
tritional disorders that proper 
remedial treatment can be taken. It 
is in this area that foliar analysis 
enters the picture, since this tool can 
be used effectively in the diagnostic 
process. 


so 


At the present time foliar analysis 
is applied almost exclusively to prob- 
lems of long-lived plants and has 
been used to limited extent with 
short-lived agronomic and vegetable 
plants. Foliar analysis is the best 
means presently available to deter- 
mine the nutiritional condition of 
the former type of plant. 


Elements Essential to Plants 


As a background for his discussion 
of plant nutrients, Dr. Emmert men- 
tioned that 92 basic elements occur 
in the natural state. Fifteen of these 
have been found to be essential to 
the livelihood of plants. If any of the 
essential elements are eliminated 
from a plant, the plant will die. 

Elements such as carbon, hydro- 


gen and oxygen are procured by the 
plant from the air, while the remain- 
ing essential elements are obtained 
from the soil. The plant “mines” the 
soil of elements and uses them in the 
formation of tissue. A constant 
process of soil depletion then occurs. 
A large portion of elements taken 
up in this manner is lost from the 
soil permanently and can never be 
returned through natural processes. 
Sooner or later some of the elements 
that the plant “mines” and needs 
become low in supply; plant growth 
is retarded, and a deficiency condi- 
tion exists. 

Dr. Emmert continued by remark- 
ing that the elements usually do not 
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all become deficient at one time 
Usually just one, or a certain group 
of elements, becomes deficient whil 
the others remain in plentiful sup- 
ply. It is essential to know exactly 
which of the 15 elements is low, so 
that proper remedial action can bi 
taken. It is not advisable to apply 
all possible elements to the soil in a 
buskshot approach, hoping to hit 
the right one. Such an approach is 
not only unwise but is actually dan- 
gerous in the light of present knowl- 
edge, which indicates that too much 
of an element through improper fer- 
tilization can be just as dangerous as 
a deficiency condition. 
Explains Different Elements 


Next Dr. Emmert explained the 
difference between macroelements 
and microelements. The former 
category includes nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, calcium, potassium, magne- 
sium and sulphur, all of which the 
plant needs in relatively large quan- 
tities. The latter group includes the 
trace elements, such as iron, molyb- 
denum and boron; the plant needs

Emmert noted that in his field work 
with orchard plants in the New 
England area, boron has been tl 
only microelement found to be de- 
ficient. 

It is thus possible to deduce that 
nutritional disorders in Connecticut 
are caused by a macroelement situa- 
tion; probably the plant does not 
receive enough nitrogen, phosphor- 
us, potassium, magnesium or cal- 
cium, but sulphur is rarely limited 
in Connecticut soil. Typical symp- 
toms of plant nutritional deficiency 
were illustrated by slides. 

Prior training in the evaluation of 
distress symptoms can aid one in 
narrowing down the possible causes 
of a disorder, but it does not pro- 
vide a completely satisfactory meth- 
od of diagnosis under field con- 
ditions. Symptoms are often inter- 
mingled and blurred, making evalu- 
ation difficult. Furthermore, symp- 
toms of deficiencies are not uniform 
throughout the plant kingdom but 
are different for different plants. 
Also, by the time symptoms are 
manifested, the plant can be consid- 
ered in serious trouble, so that it be- 
comes desirable to discover the dis- 
order long before it becomes evident 
through symptoms. 

Dr. Emmert next showed a graph 
that charted the performance of a 
normal plant compared to a plant 
that was in a nutrient deficiency 
condition. A period of incipient de- 
ficiency was described in which no 
visible symptoms occur. It is during 
this period that the plant should be 
treated, before it deteriorates to the 
period of manifest deficiency. 

In summing up the method of 
diagnosis, by symptoms, the speaker 
highlighted some of the discussed 
weaknesses. Primary among these 
was the fact that the plant is half 
dead by the time the symptoms be- 
come visible. Through the use of 
foliar analysis it is possible to de- 
tect nutritional deficiencies at a 
much earlier stage, often before visi- 
ble symptoms appear. 

Definition of Process 

Dr. Emmert defined foliar analy- 
sis as the process whereby the nutri- 
tional condition of a plant is deter- 
mined by chemical analysis of part 
of the plant tissue. The foliage is 
usually tested in the case of orchard 
plants, and so the term foliar analy- 
sis is used. 

He next showed a series of slides 
illustrating the process that is fol- 
lowed in processing a foliar or tissue 
sample. The first slide concerned the 
selection of tissue to be analyzed. 
Selection is based on research to de- 
termine which is the most sensitive

tissue to nutritional change. In the 
case of apple trees the midleaves 
from the new shoot are selected. A 
number of leaves from various trees 
are brought into the laborato: 
wiped clean with a damp cheesecloth 
and dried in a forced-draft oven for 
24 hours. The tissue is then ground 
to powder and chemically analyzed. 
In addition to the slides, Dr. Em- 
mert showed the group bottles of the 
powdered leaf tissue, which were 
circulated about the room. 

The chemical results of this an- 
alysis indicate what nutrients are in 
the plant and also the concentration 
of these nutrients. This information 
is important, since a reserve of such 
data indicating what should be in 
the plant for normal growth and de- 
velopment can be used as a guide for 
future comparisons. Such a backlog 
has been compiled for apple trees. A 
sample can now be taken from the 
field and analyzed, and from a com- 
parison, the nutritional status of the 
tested plant can be determined. The 
example of the McIntosh variety, 
which requires a 2 per cent level of 
nitrogen for satisfactory growth, 
was cited. When tests start running 
down to approximately 11% per cent, 
it is known that a nitrogen deficien- 
cy condition exists. This method has 
taken the guesswork out of fertilizer 
recommendations, since it can now 
be determined accurately what ele- 
ment is in a state of unbalance and 
thus must be altered. 


Advantages of Tissue Analysis 


Dr. Emmert summarized the pros 
and cons of tissue analysis by say- 
ing that it is the most accurate 
means to date for determining the 
nutritional condition of long-lived 
plants and that it is used universally 
now in research with these plants. 
Even though research men make full 
use of tissue analysis in their work 
with long-lived plants, acceptance of 
this tool on a commercial basis is not 
100 per cent. Rapid strides are be- 
ing made, however, in its accept- 
ance. The big drawback to a wider 
use of this tool is the expense in- 
volved. The costs of $15 and $20 
were cited as average for individual 
tests, making this an expensive way 
of diagnosing nutritional problems 

In the case of a severe disorder 
with crop plants, the cost, however, 
would be negligible compared to the 
benefits derived. In such cases no 
question exists as to the practical 
usefulness of this tool. A point of 
diminishing returns can be reached 
in less critical areas, however. This 
is one reason why the tool has not 
been used universally. Each grower

It was also explained that th 
matter of getting the necessary 
background data for effective use of 
the tool is laborious. Such research 
is usually undertaken on a national 
scale. Critical nutrient levels that 
can be used as standards for com- 
parison are the end objective of such 
research. 

Hydroponics Setup Shown 


To illustrate this point Dr. Em- 
mert showed slides of the hydro- 
ponics setup at the University of 
Connecticut, with which well over 
100 plants can grow under accurate- 
ly controlled nutritional conditions. 
One slide showed the elaborate 
equipment that is used outdoors dur- 
ing the growing season, and another 
showed the indoor environmental 
control facility with which much of 
the work is also done. This type of 
equipment, although expensive, is 
necessary for the research that is 
required to blaze the trail in this 
program before the diagnostic tool 
can be used with greatest efficiency 
in the field. Basic information relat- 
ed to optimum performance levels 
can be obtained with plants grown 
this way under accurate nutritional 
conditions. Background of data of 
this type is necessary before critical 
levels for plants grown in the field 
can be developed. 

In summarizing his remarks, Dr. 
Emmert stated that he had tried to 
present a candid description of the 
use of the foliar analysis method 
—both its good and bad features 
which is presently being used in or- 
chards with fruit plants. It is being 
used increasingly with forest trees, 
and there is no reason why the use 
of the method cannot be expanded 
to almost any long-lived plant. The 
processes and principles involved 
have been brought to a fairly ad- 
vanced state through work on fruit 
trees; it should be just a matter of 
using these same principles when ap- 
plying foliar analysis to other types 
of plants. 

In a question period after Dr. 
Emmert’s talk, he elaborated upon a 
few points at the request of mem- 
bers of the audience. One fact 
brought out was that deficiencies of 
the microelements can be detected 
by this method, although not so effi- 
ciently as those of essential macro- 
elements. Since microelements are 
rarely deficient in Connecticut, their 
analysis is of no major importance.

microelements may not be well 
spent, since there is no history for 
deficiencies of this type with the ex- 
ception of boron. 

In response to a question about 
soil analysis, Dr. Emmert pointed 
out that it can be misleading in the 
case of long-lived plants. Foliar 
analysis is a much more accurate 
way of determining deficiencies for 
such plants. 

He pointed out that tissue analy- 
sis has not worked out well for short- 
lived, succulent, fast-growing plants, 
such as agronomic grasses, grains, 
legumes and vegetable crops, be- 
cause of the high metabolism 
(growth) of these plants. Rapid day- 
to-day changes cannot be compen- 
sated for in the testing work, so it is 
difficult to arrive at standard levels. 
With long-lived plants, metabolic 
changes are minimized and are not 
a dominant consideration. Similar 
answers can therefore be procured 
several days apart. 








LEGENDRE IN EUROPE 

J. L. Legendre, Gulf Stream Nurs- 
ery, Inc., Wachapreague, Va., left 
April 21 for Paris to be a judge at 
the Internationales Floralies, sched- 
uled there from April 24 to May 3. 
The show was staged in the Palais 
de la Devense, said to be the newest 
and largest exhibition building in 
the world, having a floor space of 
18 acres and being 130 feet high. 

The horticulture achievements of 
18 countries were on display at the 
show, and the British exhibit, the 
largest and most important one ever 
sent abroad by that country, includes 
orchids from Queen Elizabeth’s col- 
lection at Windsor castle. 

After the show, Mr. Legendre 
planned to tour leading nurseries in 
France and was to visit the Meilland 
family, internationally known for de- 
veloping the Peace rose, on the 
Riviera. He then was scheduled to 
tour nurseries in Germany before go- 
ing to Holland for the tulip festival. 

After the continent visits, his 
travel plans included several weeks 
in England, to visit the Exbury 
estate, home of Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild; the Windsor Great Park; 
the Royal Horticultural Gardens at 
Wisley, and the annual Chelsea flow- 
er show at London. At Edinburgh, 
Scotland, he expected to spend sev- 
eral days at the Royal Botanic Gar- 
den. After return trips to England 
and France, Mr. Legendre will leave 
for the United States about the mid- 
dle part of June. 

While making this tour, Mr. Le- 
gendre hopes to locate plant novel- 
ties for American gardens, one of his 
firm’s specialties.

BUSINESS OF OURS 


Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








EDUCATING CUSTOMERS 


It is natural for the layman to 
be untutored of another's business 
or profession, yet some of the false 
impressions the public holds of the 
nursery trade are astounding. The 
many different plant responses and 
the many phases of plant culture 
make horticulture complex. Our pro- 
fession, nevertheless, is the hobby of 
millions and is of casual concern to 
all other homeowners. It is necessary, 
therefore, that every effort be made 
to inform the layman correctly. 

Even the simplest and most basic 
facts are often the subject of misin- 
formation. Invariably, for instance, 
on the first day of late winter that 
it is fit to go out and plant, a cus- 
tomer will ask if it is too late to 
plant. One summer we did a fairly 
sizable job that we had received un- 
der bid through a landscape archi- 
tect. Along toward the end of Au- 
gust, as we were winding up the job, 
the lady said that she was glad we 
were about finished, as it was getting 
late to plant. I did not tell her that 
we usually started our fall planting 
season September 1. 

On another occasion a woman who 
owned a famous old colonial box- 
wood garden made a hobby of grow- 
ing boxwood plants and camellias. 
She donated several boxwoods to a 
local church, and we were asked to 
move them. We sent some men to 
dig them on a Friday. After the 
plants were dug, the woman asked 
when they would be planted. When 
we told her, “Monday,” she _ re- 
marked that she did not want them 
to dry out. When we told her we 
would put them in our insulated 
storage room for the two days, she 
remarked, “But cold-storage plants 
are no good.” 

Changes Are in Order 

If nurserymen are going to make 
an effort to lengthen their planting 
seasons to as near a _ year-round 
proposition as possible, a consistent 
effort should be made to educate cus- 
tomers to understand that the plan is 
correct. The termination of the 
spring planting season when plants 
come into leaf is a hangover from 
the old horse-and-buggy days and 
storage cellar selling. Today we have 
refrigerated storage, slat house and 
container-grown plants; freshly dug 


B&B plants; antidessicants; mulch- 
ings, and adequate irrigation. 
Actually, as a hangover from the 
horse-and-buggy days, we do a great 
deal of our transplanting at the 
worst time. This is the brief period 
when the new growth is being quick- 
ly made and is soft and succulent. In 
our section this is perhaps the last 
week in April and the first week in 
May, varying with the season and 
the plant. Normally our planting sea- 
son begins to taper off then, but lasts 
until the end of May. To do so would 
probably shock the traditionalist, but 
if we paid strict attention to plants’

needs we would stop planting many 
items then and start up again in full 
swing in two weeks or so. We really 
do this on two items, especially, if 
they are valuable specimens; the new 
growth on boxwood and American 
holly is so tender that we may wait 
until it has hardened two or three 
weeks before moving the plants. 

Nurserymen have to be consistent, 
avoid being emphatic over personal 
preferences and not let squabbles 
over ideas become confusing to the 
public. The controversy over own 
root vs. budded lilacs and _ roses 
caused a lot of trouble in the past, 
and one can still run across rabid 
partisans. The same is true of seed- 
ling-grown plants. It is sometimes 
difficult to convince a customer that 
while one would not plant a seedling 
peach he would plant a seedling 
white dogwood, Deodar cedar or 
Nordmann fir. 

Perhaps the most difficult thing

Picea Abies Nidiformis 


The Nest spruce is often consid- 
ered to be one of the finest dwarfed 
forms of the Norway spruce. It prob. 
ably gets its name from the nestlike 
mass of branchlets that form its low, 
dense head. The entire shape is that 
of a flattened globe. A neat, slow- 
growing conifer, it produces dark 
green needles. 

The mature specimen pictured on 
the cover is about one and one-half 
feet tall and two to three feet wide. 
Older specimens, up to 30 years of 
age, may be as tall as three feet, but 
they never grow more than five feet 
wide. 

The spruce is a member of the pine 
family, and there are eight different 
species native to North America. Be- 
sides being well known as an orna- 
mental, it is also a tree for both 
lumber and pulpwood. 

One common nursery species is 
the Norway spruce. Most taxon- 
omists refer to it as Picea abies, al- 
though in trade it is more often re- 
ferred to as Picea excelsa. This spe- 
cies is easily propagated by seed. For 
this reason it is used as understock 
for Koster’s blue spruce and most 
other grafted spruces. 

There are over 40 different varie- 
ties of Norway spruce. The com- 
moner varieties are planted as orna- 
mentals and for shelters and wind- 
breaks. The unusual varieties are 
generally dwarf forms, which are 
used mostly for corners of walks or 
in rock gardens. One unusual varie- 
ty that is not a dwarf is the com. 
monly grown Picea abies Clanbrasil- 
iana. This is a 7-foot tree, but it 
grows compactly, with whitish 
branchlets. 

The Nest spruce variety is perhaps 
easier for landscape men to find 
than other dwarfed varieties, such 
as Gregory Norway spruce (Picea 
abies Gregoryana), Maxwell spruce 
(Picea abies Maxwelli), Sharp- 
leaved Norway spruce (Picea abies 
Mucronata) or Pygmy spruce (Picea 
abies Pygmaea). 

The Gregory Norway spruce is 
one and one-half to three feet tall. 
Quite often it gets out of hand as 
it grows older and reverts to the 
original, growing 15 feet high. The 
Pygmy spruce is a broadly rounded 
cone that gets to be only two feet 
high and three feet across. While 
the Sharp-leaved Norway spruce is 
rounded when young, it matures toa 
broad pyramidal shape about three 
feet high.

Viburnum 


There is no shrub like a vibur- 
num. Two of the best viburnums, 
sieboldi and tomentosum, will grow 
tall in deep topsoil as high as a 2- 
story house. V. sieboldi will grow a 
little taller than tomentosum and if 
placed next to V. tomentosum it 
will crowd it. Both do fine at Pitts- 
burgh in heavy, acid soil. My dad 
had a V. sieboldi specimen grow to 
the top of our 2-story house in the 
limestone soil of western Ohio. He 
resented the birds’ preference for the 
seeds of this viburnum, since he sel- 
dom was able to save any to sow. 

If votes were cast for a shrub of 
the year, the chances are they would 
go to one of the viburnum family. 
Some of my nursery friends say that 
Virburnum lantana will grow in 
shade; I do not agree with this. The 
best manner in which to use V. lan- 
tana is as a hedge. 

Viburnum opulus also makes a 
good hedge. It is a wonderful rooter 
and can be used to curb erosion on 
a slope. Birds do not eat the berries. 
A damp situation is preferred. 

For many years I used quantities 
of Viburnum dentatum for shady 
spots, but I found it was not too sat- 
isfactory. It is recommended for wet 
places. For a large bulky shrub with 
many stems coming up from the 
root this is the plant to choose; most 
other shrubs grow from a single 
stem. The berries of this viburnum 
attract brown thrashers. The leaves 
have a soapy feel. 

Viburnum lentago does not thrive 
in dry soils, especially a year or two 
after transplanting. It does well in 
shade if there is sufficient moisture. 
I have planted many specimens in 
past years, but cannot get excited 
about this plant. 

Viburnum dilatatum and V. thei- 
ferum are two good viburnums with 
attractive berries; of the two I pre- 
fer the first. V. setigerum (thei- 
ferum) is like a skinny girl with a 
pretty face—the berries are nice, but 
there are not enough leaves or body 
to the shrub. Unless plants are ac- 
tually on hand, never say you will 
furnish a particular size of these rare 
viburnums, or you will find yourself 
in hot water. 

May 8, 1958, the flowers of Vibur- 
num carlcephalum (patent No. 
776) were fine in the East End (resi- 
dential section) of Pittsburgh, and 
they had good fragrance. I should 
say that this shrub will grow 8x8

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feet (it is 7x7 feet now), and the 
deep green leaves 3'/2x5 inches are 
lighter underneath. To me it is a 
much better bush than V. burk- 
woodi or V. juddi. This viburnum 
apparently is budded on Viburnum 
dentatum, just as V. carlesi is 
propagated. This viburnum may not 
exactly take the place of V. carlesi, 
but it will supplement it, since carl- 
cephadlum is a much better grower. 
Plant thornless honey locust in cow 
pastures, because cows eat the seed 
pods. This tree is storm resistant. 





NEW FRUIT TREE SPRAY OIL 


A new advance in fruit tree spray 
oils is announced in the current issue 
of Farm Research, the quarterly 
magazine of the Cornell University 
experiment station at Geneva, N. Y., 
now available upon request. 

The new product is designated as 
“70-second superior oil” and is a 
lighter version of the original su- 
perior oil introduced a few years 
back and now known as “100-sec- 
ond superior oil.” 

The chief advantage of the new 
oil over its heavier or more viscuous 
counterpart is its safety for use on 
fruit trees without any loss of in- 
secticidal efficiency. While the new- 
type oil will not be in large supply 
in 1959, it is hoped that fruit grow- 
ers will try it this spring on a small 
scale. 

Research on petroleum products 
dates back to the earliest days of 
the station. It has shown advance 
from the 25 per cent crude petro- 
leum emulsion sprays of 60 years ago 
to the highly refined, narrow-cut, 
oil fractions of today which are com- 
monly used at a 2 per cent strength. 

The tendency for certain major 
fruit pests to develop resistance to 
some of the newer insecticides has 
resulted in renewed interest in oil 
sprays, for which insects seem in- 
capable of developing resistance. 
Also, oil sprays are relatively cheap 
and leave no objectionable residues 
from a health standpoint. Draw- 
backs to oil sprays include possible 
plant injury and _ incompatibility 
with other pesticides that may be 
added to spray mixtures. The new- 
er-type oil reduces the injury prob- 
lem considerably, says the station 
entomologist, while research is going 
forward on overcoming incompati- 
bilities with other materials.

me. I had pretty good teeth in them 
days. ‘See if you can round up a 
gallon of wine,’ he says. At that time 
I was always getting a few gallons 
of wine now and then from that 
Italian that lived back of the Baptist 
Church, that was during the prohibi- 
tion era.

Principal purpose is to determine 
the suitability of growing a wide 
range of plants under these plastics.

“Plastics must permit the pene- 
tration of sufficient light to keep the

A number of entomological stud- 
ies also are planned by C. C. Burk- 
hardt, who will investigate what 
effect, if any, the varied light colors 
and intensities have on insects.

Some Thoughts on Stonecrops 


Recently I came upon a note on 
sedums by the late Peter van Melle 
that expresses so closely my own 
thoughts on the genus and does it so 
much better than I could that I 
should like to quote it in part. 

“In spite of much common preju- 
dice against anything called sedum, 
my garden owes a great deal to this 
genus for beauty and interest at all 
seasons of the year. The sedum has 
never really deserved its reputation 
for being low-caste, dull and unin- 
teresting. Unfortunately, many of the 
least worthy forms are the most com- 
monly cultivated, both in the trade 
and in gardens, and under names 
which belong to the choicest of the 
genus. The condemnation which may 
be justly due to the worst forms of 
S. album, S. aizoon, and to such as 
S. alboroseum, has thus fallen upon 
many little-known, choice species. 
This confusion of names is by no 
means restricted to the trade. There 
is a good deal of misnaming of se- 
dums in botanic gardens. 

“Frankly, I think more of some 
of the sedum species in the garden 
than of some of the saxifrages. Cer- 
tain of the saxifrages get into gar- 
dens upon the collective fame of 
the genus, while many choice sedum 
species may be excluded because of 
prejudice against a genus which it 
is easier to describe as ‘dull and un- 
interesting’ than to explore.” 

Without going into long descrip- 
tions of the kinds, I should like to 
submit a few sedum species that will 
point up the truth of Van Melle’s 
observations: Anglicum and its form 
minus; cauticolum; the annual coeru- 
leum; dasyphyllum; divergens; ella- 
combianum; the ewersi group; gra- 
cile; hispanicum minus, a true per- 
ennial; kamtschaticum variegatum; 
lydium; middendorffianum; nevi; 
pulchellum; sieboldi; spectabile and 
its forms; tatarinowi, and ternatum. 


Anemone Sylvestris 


I had forgotten how lovely a 
ground cover for half-shady spots 
Anemone sylvestris could be until I 
saw it in a Kentucky garden a few 
years ago. It had spread over a wide 
area under a group of maple trees. 
Of course, that is not its only virtue, 
for it is a lovely late spring ornament 
for any partly shaded, fairly moist 
spot. There it will spread out into 


wide patches, sending up foot-tall or 


taller (to 18 inches in rich soil 

stems bearing one or two white, fra- 

grant windflowers, slightly nodding, 

during May and June. It is propa- 

gated from divisions of the creeping 

rootstock or from fall-sown seeds. 
Skullcaps 

When I read recently a complaint 
in an amateur garden magazine that 
skullcaps (scutellaria) were so hard 
to find in commercial channels, I 
wondered why so many nurserymen 
persist in neglecting the entire genus. 
It is easy to understand that they 
might not take the trouble to search 
out the scarcer ones, but it is not 
so easy to figure out why they would 
not have at least one of the easy-to- 
find kinds, such as Scutellaria baical- 
ensis. 

I would not recommend that any- 
one commence to collect all the 150 
or so kinds, but it surely would be 
worth the trouble for most neighbor- 
hood growers to get a few of them.

It is the purpose of this note to point 
out a few of the better kinds that 
have been in my trials at one time 
or another through the years. 
There are some reasons why S. 
baicalensis and its form coelestina 
are the most popular among garden- 
ers. Like all skullcaps that I know, 
they are easily managed in the gar- 
den, asking for no more than a foot- 
ing in an open soil in sunshine. There 
they will get to a foot or so, cloth- 
ing their stems in pretty little lanceo- 
late leaves and producing in summet 
racemes of helmetlike, blue flowers, 
lighter in color and larger in size in 
variety coelestina. It is the summer 
and autumn flowering of all the kinds 
with which I am familiar that makes 
them noteworthy; so that phase need 
not be repeated in our descriptions. 
In addition to the two just men- 
tioned, the following deserve atten- 
tion: S. alpina, available in several 
color forms, ranging from white, 
through yellowish, rose and violet, 
to purple, all about 10 inches tall

ly its large white daisies on tall (to 
six feet under high culture), stout 
stems. The blooms are beautiful in 
many garden associations and good 
for cutting. In the soil ordinarily 
found in hardy borders, the plant 
may reach a height of four feet, with 
sturdy stems, clean foliage and a 
large number of flowers. Given the 
moisture-laden soil it is said to choose 
in its native Hungarian home, it 
may grow to six or even seven feet, 
becoming one of the most spectacu- 
lar sights in the late summer garden. 
Fresh seeds planted in autumn come 
readily the following spring, some- 
times producing flowers the first 
year. 
Amsonia Tabernaemontana 

A Missouri reader writes as fol- 
lows: “Several years ago you wrote 
an article about Amsonia tabernae- 
montana that interested me so much 
that I clipped it, thinking that I 
would add it to my list at a later 
date; now I read in an amateur 
paper an article wherein it is called 
a shrub. Can you tell me if it is a 
shrub or an herb?” 

I do not know how it acts else- 
where, because I never have seen it 
outside my garden, but in northern 
Michigan it is entirely herbaceous, 
and the floras call it an herbaceous 
perennial; so one would be safe, ap- 
parently, in assuming that it is not a 
shrub. I am sure my correspondent 
will also be safe in assuming that it 
will make a good landscape peren- 
nial, not spectacular, but always 
pleasing and as nearly maintenance- 
free as a plant can be. For instance, 
there has been a planting in my 
garden for the past 20 years that has 
never been touched and has never 
faltered despite being in a solid grass 
sod for 15 of those years. Of course, 
it does not attain the three feet or 
more that the floras mention as being 
its height, but it does attain about 
two feet and has the same delightful, 
rich green, lanceolate leaves, an or- 
nament from early until late, and 
clusters of small, pale blue flowers 
from mid-May into July. It comes 
readily from seeds, divides easily 
and will grow in sun or up to half 
shade. It is, in my opinion, a most 
accommodating plant of more than 
passing value. 


Centaurea Hypoleuca 


This note is entirely of a specula- 
tive nature, for I have never seen 
Centaurea hypoleuca and my refer- 
ence works do not mention it; how- 
ever, the description in the plant 
catalog that listed it sounds so good 
that I pass it along.

Dicentra Oregana 

A Tennessee reader asks for an 
appraisal of Dicentra oregana. I re- 
member three appraisals made of the 
plant in this column, and after ob- 
serving its growth for more than a 
quarter of a century while it was 
in my garden at least four times 
and in the garden of a friend, I still 
maintain that it is one of the best 
of the bleeding hearts. During the 
years, however, I have had to revise 
my thinking about its culture two 
or three times. My original opinion 
was expressed something like this: 
This bleeding heart is easy to grow 
in a humus-filled soil in full sun. 
Now I would add that it needs some- 
thing to shield its fleshy rhizomes 
from baking in the hot sun. The 
rhizome is so near the surface that 
a few days of intense heat in sum- 
mer seems to “cook” the plant, root 
and all. One of the medium-growing 
thymes answered the purpose of a 
shielding agent in my trials, and 
there are no doubt many other plants 
of similar growth that could be used. 
Everything else that was said about 
it previously, including the opinion 
that it is a plant of superb beauty, 
still holds true. 

The foundation of that superb 
beauty is found in its finely divided, 
silver-plated leaves, which thrill one 
with their sheen from early until 
late, except in long wet periods, when 
the leaves lose much of their silver 
but take it on again with the coming 
of normal dry, sunny conditions. Its 
beauty is climaxed by a long bloom- 
ing season, covering most of the time 
from June to autumn, during which 
a succession of closely packed 
creamy-white hearts is displayed on 
stems to 10 inches in height. Propa- 
gation is probably best from divi- 
sions of the rhizome in early spring 
before growth becomes active (early

Phyteuma Lobelioides 

I recently received an inquiry on 
the campanula cousin, Phyteuma 
lobelioides. It is not a spectacular 
plant, but one can plant it with the 
knowledge that it will give a satis- 
factory performance over the years 
at very little expense for care. In 
my trials it did well in light, well- 
drained soil in full sun and would 
do better, I think, in a soil that has 
plenty of humus to carry the plants 
through short dry spells of weathe: 
Its flowers are lavender-blue stars, 
strung loosely on 15-inch stems (said 
to grow to two feet in heavy, rich 
soil) for a long time in early summer. 
The phyteumas come readily from 
seeds. 

Yucca in Shade 


A Connecticut reader writes, in 
part, as follows: “Last year I worked 
on planting a large garden and will 
finish it up this year. In the area is a 
sizable half-shaded spot with rich 
soil where my client wants me to use 
yucca as the principal plant. I un- 
derstand that yucca is a sun lover. 
What do you think?” 

I was always of the same opinion 
until I came upon a garden several 
years ago where Yucca filamentosa 
was used as an underplanting in a 
thinly wooded area that would ap- 
proximate the half-shade mentioned 
by the correspondent. In that humus. 
filled soil the plants reached 10 feet 
in height and were a most impres- 
sive sight when they opened out 
their creamy-white bells in giant 
candelabra. Galtonia candicans had 
been interplanted among the bold 
clumps of yucca to prolong the color- 
ful period, and little hardy bulbs, in- 
cluding snowflakes, scilla and chiono- 
doxa, were used to open the spring 
season. When I saw the planting in 
July, it was a spectacular sight, with 
yucca in bloom and the galtonia just 
commencing to flower. The latter 
would continue through August, I 
suspect. I do not know how the gal- 
tonia would behave in Connecticut; 
here in northern Michigan it is ordi- 
narily safely hardy if planted about 
six inches deep and then given a 
heavy mulch in places where deep 
snow is not assured throughout the 
winter.

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FOREST TREE SEED CROP 


During 1957 forest tree seed crops 
in the lake states were about average 
for the 12-year period since 1946, 
according to observations made at 
field centers of the lake states forest 
experiment station. Outstanding 
were the bumper or near-bumper 
crops of red pine and white pine 
cones throughout the region. This 
contrasts with 1956, when these two 
species were the poorest of all re- 
ported. Seed crops of other tree spe- 


cies generally varied by localities 
from poor to good. 
In northern Minnesota, bumper 


crops were reported in some localities 
for red pine, white pine, basswood, 
yellow birch and paper birch. Seed 
crop failures occurred among the fol- 
lowing species: White spruce, black 
spruce, northern white cedar and 
tamarack. 

In northeastern Wisconsin, red 
pine had the only bumper crop, but 
good seed crops were produced by 
white pine, paper birch, quaking as- 
pen and big-toothed aspen. Crop 
failures were reported for the spruces 
and sugar maple. Other species had 
poor to fair crops. 

The only species with a bumper 
seed crop in central upper Michigan 
was white pine. Good crops, how- 
ever, were borne by red pine, yellow 
birch and red oak. The seed crop 
failed in jack pine, white spruce, 
balsam fir, northern white cedar, 
tamarack, beech, basswood and black 
ash. Poor to fair crops were produced 
by the other species. This is in con- 
trast to the generally good seed pro- 
duction in this area in 1956. 

Generally, the best crops were pro- 
duced in lower Michigan. Red pine, 
white pine and white oak had bump- 
er seed crops, and white spruce had 
a good crop. Beech was the only spe- 
cies with a seed crop failure. Other 
species produced poor to fair crops. 

In upper North Dakota, good seed 
crops were reported for Ameri- 
can elm, green ash, chokecher- 
ry, American plum and Russian 
olive. The only crop failure was in 
ponderosa pine. Poor to fair crops 
were produced by all other species 
reported. 

Most seed collectors are interested 
chiefly in the pines; so 1957 will be 
considered a good seed year in the 
lake states. Red pine produced the 
best crop regionally since these re- 
ports began in 1946, and the white 
pine crop equalled that of the best 
previous year (1946). Wildlife spe- 
cies depending largely on mast for 
winter food had good to fair pros- 
pects where oaks occur, but poor 
ones where beech constitutes the 


main food.

REVISE STOCK STANDARDS 


Because the American Standard 
for Nursery Stock, sponsored by the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, has achieved widespread use 
among federal and state contracting 
agencies, revisions shown this year 
should be made a matter of general 
knowledge among the trade, as well 
as the writers of specifications on 
federal, state and local jobs. 

With these revisions, the standards 
have been brought into conformity 
with generally accepted practices of 
the day. The work was initiated by 
a committee of the landscape mate- 
rials information service, an organi- 
zation of landscape nurserymen, 
landscape contractors, landscape 
architects, housing and park author- 
ities and roadside engineers, but 18 
organizations and many individuals 
were involved in the completed 
work. 

No revisions have been made in 
the sections on fruit trees, bulbs and 
corms or root crops handled by nurs- 
erymen. The sections on shade trees, 
conifers and broad-leaved evergreens, 
roses and deciduous shrubs and on 
balling and burlapping have under- 
gone numerous modifications, all of 
which make the standards more de- 
finitive. 


New 1959 copies of American 
Standard for Nursery Stock are 
available from the Washington, 


D. C., office of the A. A. N. at 50 
cents a copy. The new issue consists 
of 32 pages and a cover, 734 by 10% 
inches in size. Copies should be use- 
ful in both the office and grading 
room of the nursery. 





STATE HIGHWAY FUNDS 


The Secretary of Commerce has 
already announced the allocation of 
funds available to the several states, 
for the fiscal year 1960, which begins 
July 1, 1959. The allocations were 
actually made some months ago, so 
as to provide ample time to the 
states for adequate planning of their 
use. A total of $900,000,000 under 
the old Federal Aid Highway Sys- 
tem for the primary highway sys- 
tem, secondary and feeder roads and 
urban highways is distributed ac- 
cording to the usual 50-50 matching 
formula. The interstate system allo- 


cations, however ($2,500,000,000 for 
the year beginning July 1, 1959) are 
allocated on a 90-10 basis, reports 
the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen in a recent news-letter. 
California gets the biggest chunk 
of money for the interstate system, 
or roughly $250 million, followed by 
Ohio with $162 million. Other states 


getting 9-figure allotments are Illi- 


nois $127% million, New York 
$1234 million, Texas $112% mil- 
lion, Virginia $1054 million and 


Pennsylvania $101% million. If all 
the states enacted authorizing legis- 
lation, so as to control and regulate 
billboards according to federal 
standards, under section 12 of the 
highway act of 1958, an additional 


Y of 1 per cent would be added to 
these figures. The total would be 
$125 million additional federal 
funds. 


The concept of control of adver- 
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tising along the interstate system 
was written into the law by the Con- 
gress, in order to promote the safety, 
convenience and enjoyment of the 
traveling public and to protect the 
public investment in the interstate 
system. The funds may be used for 
the preservation of natural beauty, 
prevention of erosion, landscaping, 
reforestation and development of 
scenic attractions and historic sites, 
as the state, itself, may designate. 
The states have only until July 1, 
1961, to pass such legislation, and it 
is encumbent upon the legislative 
committees of the several state asso- 
ciations of nurserymen, in coopera- 
tion with other interested groups, 
particularly the garden clubs, which 
are much interested, to see that the 
several state legislatures enact au- 
thorizing legislation. 





TREE PLANTING IN 1958 


Tree planting has more than dou- 
bled in the past five years, with an 
all-time high in 1958 of 1,568,708 
acres planted, according to the an- 
nual tree planting report of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
ture for the fiscal year of 1958. Of 
this total, 1,534,264 acres were forest

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plantings and 34,444 acres were 
wind-barrier plantings. 

Since 1957, the total number of 
seedling-producing nurseries has in- 
creased by 50, including 20 commer- 
cial and nine state nurseries. It is 
reported that 13 additional state- 
financed nurseries are under con- 
struction. 

The major sources of forest tree 
seedlings are from these state nurs- 
eries, Which produced and distrib- 
uted in 1958 over 1 billion seedlings. 
Industry and private commercial 
nurseries (taxpayers) are in second 
place in production for 1958, with a 
total of 306,432,000. The 14 federal 
forest service nurseries are reported, 
with 156,961,000, and 17 other pub- 
lic tax supported nurseries produced 
11,141,000. Sixty-six per cent of all 
tree planting done in 1958 (1,036,- 
534 acres) was done in the southeast- 
ern and southwestern states of (1 
Florida, with 206,594 acres; (2) 
Georgia, with 191,947 acres; (3) 
Mississippi, with 132,731 acres, and 
(4) Alabama, with 114,046 acres, 
with Louisiana, South Carolina, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Texas 
and Arkansas following in that or- 
der, each with less than 100,000 
acres. 

Nurseries operated by paper and 
lumber companies quadrupled their 
production in the past four years. 
Private commercial nurserymen and 
the state nurseries have more than 
doubled their production. Federal 
nurseries show a 42 per cent in- 
crease, and other public nurseries 
have increased by 24 per cent. 

In publishing the foregoing report 
ina recent news-letter, the American 
Association of Nurserymen points 
out that the data indicate little 
need for any more federal funds un- 
der the Clarke-McNary act, section 
4, to “stimulate tree planting pro- 
grams within the states,” the objec- 
tive of the act when passed in 1924.

FRUIT TREE PROBLEM 


Oregon and Washington plant of- 
ficials and nurserymen are exploring 
with California officials some way 
of easing restrictions placed on ship- 
ments of northwest fruit tree seed- 
lings into California. The problem 
stems from California’s rejection of 
some seedling shipments because of 
nematodes. Growers, faced with pos- 
sible rejections, hope some procedure 
can be worked out so they may con- 
tinue to supply the needs of Cali- 
fornia orchardists. In the meantime, 
some of them are looking to other 
states for new outlets. 

California nurseries are operating 
under the same tight requirements 
made of other states, according to 
Frank McKennon, Oregon director 
of agriculture. He said three north- 
west nurseries grow most of the fruit 
tree seedlings produced in the United 
States and are heavy shippers to Cal- 
ifornia.

in arranging a recent meeting of the 
northwest group at Klamath Falls 
with California officials, who report- 
ed that some California orchardists 
are being forced into new lands be- 
cause of state developments. In a 
move to protect these new lands, 
some county agricultural commis- 
sioners have instituted a close check 
of all seedling stock, regardless of 
origin.

California state officials and coun- 
ty agricultural commissioners have 
been making a survey of the nema- 
tode situation there, but this was not 
completed at the time of the Klam- 
ath Falls conference. Soil fumigation 
and fumigation of nursery shipments 
have been tried, but so far a com- 
plete kill has not been achieved. Dr. 
Harold J. Jensen, Oregon State Col- 
lege nematologist with the Oregon 
group at the 3-state conference, said 
he considered soil fumigation excel- 
lent which kills 90 per cent of the 
nematodes.

spond to climate changes than bird 
life, are gradually moving back, and 
such species as albizzia, or mimosa, 
should be found on Long Island. 
They should have no trouble over- 
wintering there now. Other south- 
ern species may tend to move into 
the area also. 

In 1952, Long Island had five 
United States big tree champions. 
As far as is known, these were also 
world champions of their species for 
size. The champions were the black 

Roosevelt oak, a striped maple, 
a cracked willow, horse chestnut and 








ailanthus. Mr. Peters’ beautiful 
slides showed sequoia, Magnolia 
acuminata, silverbell, honey locust 


and black locust among others. The 
black locust is not a native tree, but 
was brought here in 1710 by Captain 
Sands, who gave his name to Sands 
point, L. I. 

The arborists promised their co- 
operation in reporting various big 
trees. They will assist in the census 
by giving accurate measurements 
and botanical descriptions of these 
champions, which data will be sub- 
mitted to a committee for verifica- 
tion. 

Bernard Duffy, Glen Cove, opened 
the business session with a review 
of the activities of the Long Island 
Arborists’ Association since its for- 
mation last year.

AVOID SPRAY DAMAGE 


Drifting sprays of 2,4-D and 
2,4,5-T have been responsible for 
severe damage to agricultural crops, 
shade trees, woody ornamentals and 
home gardens in Illinois, according 
to a report in a recent issue of Illinois 
Research, a publication of the IIl- 
nois agricultural experiment station, 
Urbana. The report states that 
2.4-D, when carelessly applied in 
weed control spraying, frequently 
causes damage one fourth of a mile 
away and that harmful concentra- 
tions may be carried half a mile by 
the wind. 

Light injury from 2,4-D or 2,4,5-T 
results in distorted leaves, which 
often become fan-shaped, with crin- 
kled margins. When concentrations 
are heavier, stems and branches be- 
come twisted and otherwise de-

formed. Stems and fruits split open, 
and the entire plant dies. 

The article suggests that high- 
volatile esters of the two chemicals 
should never be used and that no 
formulation of the weed killers 
should be used within one-half mile 
of susceptible crops if the air is mov- 
ing toward them. 


FRUIT PROPAGATION DATA 


A new, free, illustrated circular 
has been issued by the University 
of California on the propagation of 
temperate zone orchard trees, grape- 
vines and other fruit-bearing plants 


(excepting subtropicals) grown in 
northern and southern California. 
The authors are C. J. Hansen and 
H. T. Hartmann, pomologists at the 
experiment station at Davis. 

The 52-page circular provides ex- 
tensive information and instructions 
on propagation for the commercial 
fruit grower and should also be of 
interest to the nurseryman and to 
the home orchardist. Subjects cov- 
ered include budding, grafting, lay- 
ering, cuttings, runners and suckers. 
Information from latest research is 
also included on mist propagation 
from leafy cuttings; use of growth 
regulators in rooting cuttings; root- 


ing media; waxes and other grafting 
materials; selection of rootstocks, 
and planting rootstock seeds.

WISCONSIN PEST BULLETIN 


A mimeographed bulletin recently 
prepared by the Wisconsin state en- 
tomologist’s office, Madison, offers 
concise information on the recogni- 
tion and control of several insect and 
fungus pests commonly attacking 
evergreens and other ornamentals in 
the state. 

A full page drawing is given for 
most of the pests discussed, including 
six varieties of scale, the European 
pine-shoot moth, the pine-bark aphis, 
the strawberry-root weevil and 
white-pine blister rust.

OAKWORM IN CONNECTICUT 


Defoliation of oak trees in Con- 
necticut by the oranged-striped oak- 
worm, which has been quite localized 
in the past, assumed serious propor- 
tions last year in the southeast sec- 
tion of the state. To aid homeowners 
and others in control of this native 
pest, the Connecticut agricultural ex- 
periment station, New Haven, re- 
cently issued its circular 204, entitled 
The Orange - Striped Oakworm. 
Written by Stephen W. Hitchcock, 
the 8-page booklet describes the ap- 
pearance and life cycle of the oak- 
worm and the damage it causes, as 
well as recommending control pro- 
cedures. 





TEST WHITE SPRUCE 


To test the possibility of shorten- 
ing the check period and initial poor 
growth of white spruce in young for- 
est plantations, the division of re- 
search of the Ontario department of 
lands and forests conducted experi- 
ments with root and top pruning of 
white pine nursery stock, the results 
of which are reported by R. E. Mul- 
lin in research report 36.

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How big is the market for nursery 
products? This is not an easily an- 
swered question, for the scope of 
market development depends largely 
on the nurseryman himself. The na- 
ture and quality of the product he 
offers and the character and extent 
of his advertising, publicity and edu- 
cational programs are all important. 

In general, it may be said that 
the nurseryman has just barely be- 
gun to sell his products and services 
effectively. Pride in ownership, in- 
crease in property values, enjoyment 
in everyday living, ready availability 
of products and services are a few 
of the factors that can be emphasized 
to build nursery sales. 

Future sales depend, in part, on 
new building and additions for those 
who have poor or incomplete land- 
scape jobs. But there is another 
market — an almost unlimited one 

that deserves serious considera- 
tion. It is one into which the special- 
ist can fit. I refer to the hobby 
market for the person who values 
the changing landscape picture that 
can be created through the use of 
new colors, new types, new varieties. 


Should Not Be Underestimated 


One should not underestimate this 
area for sales. Other industries have 
found the hobby market to be of 
multimillion dollar proportions. It is 
currently of considerable size in the 
nursery field, and its potential is 
limited only by the productive abil- 
ity and the advertising skill of the 
nurseryman. It would require much 
advertising and publicity, but a great 
deal of help is available through the 
many magazines which feature hob- 
by and specialty items. Shows and 
exhibits can go far in creating inter- 
est. Greater use of display gardens, 
with more publicity surrounding 
them, will promote interest. 

The profit possible from the hobby 
field may be illustrated with the fol- 
lowing comparisons. Let us assume 
that a yew for a landscaping job 
sells for $15. Once in, it could last a 
lifetime. The owner tends to consid- 
er the job finished. But a hobbyist 
can, and frequently does, pay $15 for 
a new iris, peony, daffodil, dahlia or 
day lily and may continue to do so 
year after year, increasing or replac- 
ing his plantings with new varieties. 

He can pay $15 for a new azalea 
or rhododendron, and, while this 
might last for years, there are so 
many new varieties coming out that 


he may add others just because he 
likes a changing scene and because 


he has the “collecting fever.” 

But let us consider low-priced 
items, too. The hobbyist may pay $1 
for a new chrysanthemum, a poppy, 
or a hardy carnation and, because 
the expenditure is low, he may re- 
peat with new items year after year. 
Thus a continuing market is created. 

Perennials Can Make Profits 

Many nurserymen have ceased of- 
fering perennials and concentrated 
their efforts on evergreens because 
the former are “too cheap.” But, 
first of all, they are cheap only be- 
cause the nurseryman has made 
their price his main selling point. He 
can just as well sell new varieties 
and new beauty at a higher price. 
Second, one should not ignore the 
mass market that can be reached 
at a lower price. And last, it is im- 
portant to remember that the buyer 
of a 75-cent plant may later become 
interested in newer and higher-priced 
items.

wealthy. The collector who buys a 
$5 or $10 postage stamp may not be 
rich. He has the “bug” and he ful- 
fills a desire. The plant-collecting 
hobby has a much sounder basis for 
growth than many others. It has a 
suspense factor, too—gardeners look 
forward to the blooming period 
when the new and beautiful flower 
appears. Plant hobbyists enjoy the 
degree of recognition they achieve by 
showing a striking new variety to 
friends or taking it to a show or ex- 
hibit and winning a prize. Plant col- 
lecting also offers dividends in home 
decoration by providing cut flowers 
for the house. 

Nurserymen should give greater 
support to the plant societies of the 
United States. For these societies 
encourage the plant-collecting hob- 
by. The amateurs in these societies 
provide a wealth of new information 
and many new varieties.

see new and fine varieties. The ar- 
boretums and many cities do main- 
tain gardens. But more of them are 
needed. More different specialties 
should be displayed, and more pub- 
licity is needed to reach more people. 
The hobbyist also likes a check list 
to be provided at such displays, as 
well as descriptive labeling, so he can 
carry away as much usable informa- 
tion as possible. 

Nursery organizations should 
work more closely with garden clubs 
and roadside beautification groups.

HOMEY NURSERY ATTRACTS 


When the mailman leaves the 
American Nurseryman at our door, 
I have to drop everything and read 
it from cover to cover—articles, re- 
ports and ads; I have to marvel at 
the the concise, businesslike methods 
employed by other nurserymen and 
the vast expanse of these successful 
nurseries. It makes me wonder if 
we are missing the boat, and if, after 
all these years, we should revolu- 
tionize our business and get into line 
with progress. 

Let me hasten to say that I do not 
mean that we are standing still. We 
do make changes from time to time 
in a conservative sort of way. For 
instance we built an irrigation pond 
last year and it brought some very 
satisfactory returns. Children from 
the entire section used it for a skat- 
ing rink. We kept it free of snow 
and felt amply repaid by the pleas- 
ure it afforded the boys and girls. 
Incidentally, the fathers and moth- 
ers often come with them, and they 
had to traverse the length of the 
nursery tg get to the pond. 

We have used geese to weed in the 
nursery and found them quite satis- 
factory as far as the weeding is con- 
cerned. However, ours is principally 
a retail business and it did not seem 
right to expect customers to straddle 
over fences and open and close the 
gates necessary to keep the geese 
from foraging too far. When we 
found that most people were inter- 
ested in the geese, liked to watch 
the stately progress of the White 
Chinas about the farm and even 
brought their cameras to take pic- 
tures, we decided to keep a small 
flock to roam at will over the nurs- 
ery. 

When we remodeled our large 
barn a few years ago we put a long 
shelf across the front where some 
fine-feathered fan-tail pigeons pa- 
rade back and forth. While their 
parents buy nursery stock, the chil- 
dren watch the pigeons and the buff 
Cochin and Langshan bantams, of 
which there are always a few about 
the yard. People tell us that their 
children beg to be taken to Colprit’s 
Nursery to see the livestock. We 
were sorry when our last horse, after 
a long and faithful life, lay down 
and died, especially when the chil- 
dren came with gifts of sugar and 
turned away with tears in their eyes.

dogwood, that should be visited in 
late May or June when they are in 
bloom. It was interesting to note 
that in the experiments here, five to 
10 pounds of Nu-Green plus two 
and one-half pounds of hydrated 
lime in 100 gallons of water was ap- 
plied as a foliage spray. This feed- 
ing gave significant increase in 
crowth of Hinodegiri, Hino-Crimson 
and Coral Bells azaleas. 

The nurserymen were interested 
in the taxus variety trials. There 
are 67 groups, which include 48 dif- 
ferent species and varieties that were 
given three various pruning treat- 
ments. Some were unsheared, others 
were pruned lightly with pruning 
shears and still others were sheared 
heavily with hedge shears. 

The New Jersey Association of 
Nurserymen in 1958 evaluated these 
taxus varieties and rated as excel- 
lent Taxus baccata_repandens, 
Taxus cuspidata capitata, Taxus 
cuspidata compacta, Taxus cuspi- 
data densiformis, Taxus cuspidata 
nana, Taxus media browni, Taxus 
media devermani, Taxus media hat- 
fieldi, Taxus media Halloran and 
Taxus media pyramidalis. 

There is also a public test ground 
for a small tree collection at Rut- 
gers, where 67 different trees were 
seen. Rutgers University recom- 
mends six of these low-growing 
trees: Magnolia kobus, Prunus ser- 
rulata Kwanzan, Styrax japonica, 
Ostrya virginiana, Koelreuteria 
paniculata and Acer campestre. 

A few of the nurserymen went 
on to visit the James S. Wells Nurs- 
ery, Inc., Red Bank, N. J. Here a 
fine job is being done with rhodo- 
dendrons, azaleas and holly. Mr. 
Wells is also rooting many other 
different species of hard-to-root 
nursery stock. A visit to his green- 
houses and coldframe area, the last 
stop of the tour, was an inspiring 
one.

No. 1811. Red Delicious apple tree. 
To John Duncan Hamilton, Sr., Wenat- 
chee, Wash., assignor to the J. D. Ham- 
ilton Orchard Co., Wenatchee. A new 
varie ty of Red Delicious apple, charac- 
terized by its distinctive color and early 
coloring habit. 

No. 1812. Rose plant. To Esther Gladys 
Fisher, Woburn, Mass., assignor to the 
Conard-Pyle Co., West Grove, Pa. A new 
and distinct variety of rose of the hybrid 
tea class, characterized particularly as to 
novelty by the fire-red, overlaid with 
spiraea red, coloration of the open blooms, 
changing to amber yellow at the center; 
the abundant dark green, glossy foliage: 
the strong, stocky habit of growth, and 
the large and well-formed blooms, which 
exhibit a wide range of color variation 
in red and yellow tones, varying with 
the age of the bloom, temperature and 
soil. 

No. 1813. Rose plant. To Shigenobu 
Kuramoto, San Lorenzo, Calif. A new 
and distinct variety of hybrid tea rose, 
characterized particularly by its easy, 
mildew-resistant growth; fine-textured 
and numerous-veined foliage; large buds, 
and prolific production of full, exceed- 
ingly fragrant rose-red flowers, which 
later turn much darker.

BRYANTS SELL NURSERY 

LONG HELD IN FAMILY 

Bryant’s Nurseries, Princeton, IIl., 
managed by members of Bryant 
families for 114 years, was sold re- 
cently by Miles W. and Robert B. 
Bryant. The two brothers, the 
fourth generation of the family to 
conduct the business, had headed 
the enterprise since 1942, when their 
father, Guy A. Bryant, died. Pur- 
chase of the nursery, now consisting 
of about 300 acres, was by three 
Princeton men, Forrest Walker, 
Tom Eastman and John B. Johnson. 
Robert Bryant will assist them. 

A pioneer industry of Princeton 
and the oldest nursery in the state, 
the business was started in 1845 by 
Arthur Bryant, Sr., about 15 years 
after the founding of the settlement 
to which he and three brothers had 
gone to live, from Massachusetts, 
about 1833. William Cullen Bry- 
ant, another brother, famous as a 
poet, remained in the east. Arthur, 
Jr., joined his father in the business 
about 1855, and the firm became 
Arthur Bryant & Son. Guy Bryant, 
the second son of Arthur, Jr., was 
one of the founders of the Illinois 
State Nurserymen’s Association and 
one of the founders and first vice- 
president of the American Peony 
Society. 

Miles Bryant, who is a graduate 
of the landscape department of Cor- 
nell University, Ithaca, N. Y., served 
as president of the American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen in 1935, just 
when it was passing through the 
stages of reorganization to its pres- 
ent form; served two terms as presi- 
dent of the Illinois State Nursery- 
men’s Association, in 1925 and 1926, 
and was for 27 years secretary of 
the state group, retiring in 1957, 
after a serious illness, and being 
honored for his years of service at 
the group’s convention in February, 
1958. 

Members of the family have held 
important city and county offices at 
Princeton and have been active in 
church affairs. Guy Bryant was a 
councilman and mayor of the city 
and long a member of the high 
school board, while Miles served the 
local board of education for 17 years 
and was also a member of the library 
board and zoning commission.

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Legal Decisions 








ACCOUNT STATED LAW 


Every nursery credit manager 
should be especially interested in the 
decision rendered recently by the 
Rhode Island Supreme court in the 
case of Oaklawn Nurseries, Inc. vs. 
Ratush, 148 Atl. 2d 128. It is to the 
effect that when landscaping work 
involves a running account for serv- 
ices and materials furnished, and 
when the work has been completed 
and the nurseryman furnishes the 
patron an itemized account, and the 
latter, by word or act, promises to 
pay the amount shown by the bal- 
ance stated, he, the patron, has no 
right thereafter to refuse to pay the 
sum on the ground that the nursery- 
man failed to furnish all the items 
called for by the statement of 
account. 

The court applied the well-settled 
rule of law: “Once an account has 
been stated the original obligation 
is, in effect, discharged and a new 
duty arises to pay the sum agreed 
upon. 

In other words, it makes consid- 
erable legal difference whether or 
not a nurseryman sues to collect 
the amount called for by an agree- 
ment to furnish and plant stock or 
to do landscaping work and relies 
wholly upon the terms of that agree- 
ment, or whether, on the contrary, 
he sues to collect for supplies and 
services furnished under a running 
account and at itemized charges. If 
the patron has been furnished a 
statement of account, there is only 
one question to be decided in a suit 
to collect the balance shown, and 
that is whether the patron agreed 
to pay the balance showed by the 
statement by promising to pay that 
sum or by failing promptly to object 
to the correctness of the account. 





PLANT PATENT DECISION 


Much interesting and important 
legal light on the subject of plant 
patents is shed by the decision ren- 
dered November 21, 1958, by an out- 
standing jurist, Judge Yankwich, 
United States district judge for the 
southern district of California, in the 
case of Kim Brothers vs. Hagler, 167 
F. Supp. 665. 

It was decided that the plaintiff 
firm failed to establish a claim that 
defendant had infringed plaintiff's 
plant patent No. 974 for a nectarine 
tree. The court said that defendant 
had developed a new variety covered

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by its valid patent No. 1718, under 
a federal statute which provides that 
“whoever invents or discovers and 
asexually reproduces any distinct and 
new variety of plant, including cul- 
tivated sports, mutants, hybrids and 
newly found seedlings,” shall be en- 
titled to a patent. 

The principal parts of Judge 
Yankwich’s opinion read: “In con- 
sidering the invention [plaintiff's], 
we take cognizance of the fact that 
the nectarine is a smooth-skinned 
peach and that a large variety of 
them exists in the world market. 
Plaintiff's assignor Anderson, him- 
self, is the patentee of a number of 
them. This in itself means that the 
patent office will allow a patent for 
a deviant plant when it is shown to 
have a few characteristics which dis- 
tinguish it from others. 

“The object of the statute relating 
to plant patents was declared by 
the committee on patents of the 
House of Representatives * * * to 
be, ‘to afford agriculture, so far as 
practicable, the same opportunity to 
participate in the benefits of the 
patent system as has been given in- 
dustry, and thus assist in placing 
agriculture on a basis of economic 
equality with industry.’ . . . 

“The fact that so many varieties 
are recognized as to one tree and 
that the plaintiff himself has ob- 
tained patents on a large number 
of them on a showing of minor dif- 
ferences in the tree and the fruit, is 
proof that it would be contrary to 
the intention of the Congress to al- 
low one patentee to claim a monop- 
oly of the field so as to exclude 
other trees clearly different in their 
appearance and structure and un- 
equivocally shown to be the product 
of a sport or mutation. 

“Judges who have been called 
upon to interpret this statute have 
hesitated to find infringement in the 
absence of clear and convincing 
proof. Thus Judge Jones of the 
northern district of Ohio, in a simi- 
lar situation, wrote: 

“*From a consideration of all of 
the evidence upon the subject, I feel 
unable to say that it would be im- 
possible to reproduce or duplicate 
substantially the character of plant 
of the plaintiff without cuttings from 
the Horvath plants. Conceding that 
the plants of the plaintiff and of 
the defendants have similar charac- 
teristics, the proof is not clear and 
convincing that the plaintiff must 
have appropriated plants or cuttings 
belonging to Horvath or his as- 
signee. (17 F. Supp. at page 
160.) ...

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failed to prove by clear and convinc. 
ing proof that the trees grown by 
the defendant are an infringement 
upon his patent but that, on the 
contrary, there is ample proof to 
show that the trees grown by the 
plaintiff were a sport or mutation of 
the Le Grand tree. 

‘This conclusion is not in any way 
weakened by the testimony in the 
record given by a well-known scien- 
tist in the field of genetics that sports 
or mutations in the nectarine field 
are rare. Rarity of occurrence does 
not stand in the way of recognizing 
the incidence of mutation and the 
consequent development of a new 
plant. 

“Indeed, the enactment of this 
very statute presupposed the possi- 
bility of mutations. In one of the 
reported cases, Bourne vs. Jones, 
D. C. Fla. 1951, 114 F. Supp. 413, 
+18, it is stated that ‘a million seed- 
lings’ of sugar cane were tested to 
find ‘only 20 new varieties that were 
worthwhile,’ and that the three pat- 
ented varieties ‘were selected from 
literally thousands of seedlings’ and 
plants grown from them. 

“So long as mutation is in the 
realm of possibility, on the facts be- 
fore me, I am of the view that the 
evidence in the record warrants the 
conclusion that we have before us 
one such rarity, 1.e., trees grown by 
the defendant not from grafts or 
buds appropriated from the plain- 
tiff’s patented tree, but as a sport or 
mutation. 

“Nature has bestowed on the de- 
fendant agriculturist one of its rare 
gifts, a plant mutation. He, having 
grown from it the variant trees by 
the asexual means provided in the 
statute, should not be deprived of 
the increments of the gift and of his 
own skill in growing from it a new 
plant producing a different fruit of 
the nectarine variety, by a broad 
judicial interpretation of the limited 
claim involved in the plaintiff's 
patent. 

“Progress in the agricultural field, 
as in other fields, lies more in the 
encouragement of experimental and 
competitive variation rather than in 
upholding rigid and monopolistic 
uniformity in a single and crowded 
plant field.” 

Summing up the controlling facts, 
Judge Yankwich says that the ev- 
dence “shows clearly the difference 
in coloration between the defendant's 
fruit, which is reddish, and_ the 
plaintiff's fruit, which is orange 
There is similar difference in colora- 
tion in the pit cavity of the fruit, 
the defendant’s fruit having a red- 
dish color around the pit. 

‘The fruits differ in size and shape 
as do also the pits.

BREEDLOVE NURSERIES 
SWEPT BY FIRE 

The offices and packing plant of 
the Breedlove Nurseries, Tyler, Tex., 
were completely destroyed by a blaze 
which, fanned by strong wind, swept 
through the building within an hour 
Sunday afternoon, April 12. The 
fire, which started in the rear of 
the building, left only brick walls, 
which firemen and nursery person- 
nel tore down later in the day to 
prevent dangerous collapse. 

The loss, which included much of 
the building’s contents, a special re- 
frigerated room and a tractor, was 
estimated as large by the owners, 
Ray, Charles and Bill Breedlove. 
The loss is only partly insured, they 
said. Cause of the blaze was unde- 
termined. 

Because of the swift progress of 
the blaze and the lack of water mains 
at the nurseries’ Dallas highway lo- 
cation, firemen were unable to save 
much of the structure or its con- 
tents. Nursery personnel, customers, 
neighbors and passers-by saved most 
of the company records before the 
fire spread to the front part of the 
building. 

Firemen were limited at first to an 
800-gallon water supply carried on 
two fire trucks. In the latter stages 
of the fire, they were able to hook 
up their hoses to the nurseries’ irri- 
gation system. 

The fire did not spread to the rear 
nursery property, thus sparing nurs- 
ery stock in the lath houses and 
trucks and other equipment in the 
garages and sheds. J. K. M. 


CONSERVATION PROGRAM 

Three organizations having sub- 
stantial membership in New Eng- 
land and headquarters at Boston, 
Mass., have launched a well devel- 
oped project to increase public and 
private planting of shrubs and trees 
that will attract birds. United in 
this effort are the Garden Club Fed- 
eration of Massachusetts, the New 
England Wild Flower Preservation 
Society and the Massachusetts Au- 
dubon Society. The last-named 
group, in announcing the project in 
its society publication, printed a 
basic list of 38 plants recommended 
for bird food and cover, with de- 
scriptive notes, size, price and plant- 
ing data. In an attractive cover, the 
reprinted story of the plan, with the 
list, is being sold for 25 cents a copy.

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Producing Heavier Liners 


For Specific Markets 


Reported by Kenneth Bradley 


Speaking on “Production Prac- 
tices To Meet Specific Markets” at 
the seventh annual Connecticut 
nurserymen’s short course, held Jan- 
uary 21 and 22 at the University of 
Connecticut, Storrs, was Case Hoo- 
gendoorn, Newport, R. I. A sum- 
mary of his remarks follows. 

Mr. Hoogendoorn began his ad- 
dress by saying that there are about 
as many methods of operating a 
nursery as there are nurseries. One 
has to find the answers to his prob- 
lems himself, but in the final analy- 
sis, each nurseryman is seeking the 
same thing, profitable nursery busi- 
ness. 

In referring to the confusion in 
the industry of the term lining-out 
stock, he noted that one may find 
anything from bench-rooted cut- 
tings, 1-year seedlings, 2-year trans- 
plants or 4-year transplants labeled 
as lining-out stock. Actually what a 
nursery sells as lining-out stock de- 
pends to a large extent upon the 
nurseryman’s specific markets, the 
facilities with which he has to work 
and his economic circumstances. 

He continued by saying his cus- 
tomers do not want small-size ma- 
terial, since they do not have the 
proper facilities or labor to plant 
that small stock and nurse it along. 
They prefer to buy stock that they 
can line out in the field and that 
which soon becomes salable. 

While discussing raising quality 
stock, Mr. Hoogendoorn stressed the 
importance of careful preparation of 
the transplant beds. He likes to 
crop-manure beds at least one year 
and, preferably, two years before 
planting, using two 30-day crops of 
buckwheat in summer, followed by 
winter rye, the latter being heavily 
manured during the winter. After 
the last cover crop, the land is 
plowed and harrowed and left fal- 
low until just before spring planting 
of nursery stock, when the area is 
rototilled to a depth of eight inches. 
In addition to incorporating consid- 
erable quantities of organic matter 
into the soil, this system eliminates 
much of the weed problem because 
of the frequent working of the soil 
and the smothering action of the 
cover crop. 

In describing systems he finds best 
for producing salable liners, Mr. 


Hoogendoorn said that at his nurs- 
ery in late spring, greenhouse-rooted 
evergreen cuttings are bedded out in 
the loosely prepared soil between 
boards and are then shaded. When 
an area six or seven beds wide is 
completed, sprinklers covering this 
area are left on for about eight 
hours, resulting in a deeper and 
longer-lasting watering. A mulch is 
then applied. This system has elimi- 
nated much of the former worry 
and care during the hot, dry summer 
weather, and only occasional irrigat- 
ing is required. The plants are 
trimmed the next spring and grown 
another year in the bed before again 
being trimmed and sold as strong 
liners. 

As a matter of interest, Mr. Hoo- 
gendoorn mentioned that he had 
proved to his satisfaction that, when 
available, a large cutting makes a 
heavier and stronger 2-year plant 
than does a smaller cutting. Similar 
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results had been found with grafted 
evergreens, wherein strong root- 
stocks and large scions had been 
used. He cautioned growers to hard- 
en-off grafted plants and thoroughily 
soak the pot balls before they are 
planted out. He also suggested grow. 
ing these plants in beds for a year, 
where unfavorable climatic or soil 
conditions exist. 

To obtain particularly 
well-developed evergreen seedlings 
that make salable, rugged 4-year 
transplants, the seeds should be sown 
in well-prepared beds as evenly but 
thinly as possible, which will give 
them the space to develop and fill 
out from the base up. Among the 
advantages of transplanting | or 2- 
year seedlings in the fall, provided 
one has a well-drained soil, is that 
fall planting will promote larger and 
heavier liners that can be used for 
mail-order trade, canning or lining 
out.

In describing his practices with 
broad-leaved evergreens, Mr. Hoo- 
gendoorn said that in early January 
these are sown in greenhouse flats 
that contain a thin bottom layer of 
rotted manure topped with a mix- 
ture of two parts peat moss to one 
part sand.

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out in outdoor frames, being planted 
about three-fourths by one and 
three-fourths inches apart. After 
one year they are transplanted again 
into well-prepared beds, placed 
about six inches apart and left for 
two years. This system produces a 
heavy, twice - transplanted, 3 - year 
liner. Of course some varieties must 
be raised from cuttings since they do 
not come true from seeds. 

While describing the various prac- 
tices and results obtained in raising 
specific items in his nursery for his 
particular markets, Mr. Hoogen- 
doorn discussed such plants as Japa- 
nese maples, beeches, exochordas, 
viburnum, cotoneaster, Viburnum 
carlesi, Philadelphus aureus, Cornus 
elegantissima, Rhus cotinus Royal 
Purple and variegated English holly. 

He also discussed the production 
in cans of such plants as the better 
althaeas, Vitex macrophylla and 
Hydrangea petiolaris. These plants, 
particularly, can be promoted in 
garden centers as container-grown 
stock, because their growth habits 
and seasonal appearance are such 
that they have no customer appeal 
during the season when they can be 
transplanted by conventional meth- 
ods. If grown in cans, they make 
attractive offerings when in bloom

or when at a colorful stage in foliage 
development. 

One cannot be successful in grow- 
ing liners just because one likes to 
grow plants, he concluded. The busi- 
ness cannot be run as a hit-or-miss 
affair, but requires much careful 
planning. It takes time and money 
to grow plants; so whenever a new 
item is considered, one must analyze 
its merits and evaluate it in the 
light of its use for a given market.

makes it unattractive for spring 
sales. Some Kaempfer hybrids stand 
up well during the winter, and Mr. 
Hoogendoorn said he was trying 
some European varieties that were 
claimed to withstand northern Eu- 
ropean temperatures of 20 degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero. 

On the subject of hardiness and 
injury from New England winters, 
a member of the audience brought 
out the point that it is not so mucl 
the fact that plants cannot tolerate 
low temperatures but that they are 
subjected to alternate extremes of 
mild and freezing weather that is 
peculiar to New England winters. 
The effect of drying winds and the 
fact that much of the local winter 
injury occurs at the first frost when 
the plants are not thoroughly ma- 
tured also make it nearly impossible 
to grow these plants. 

Questioned about hardy English 
hollies, Mr. Hoogendoorn said that 
there are some trees in Newport, the 
names of which he does not know, 
which have been through all sorts 
of injuries and have stood up well 
under them in the field as well 
as around homes. Ilex opaca St. 
Mary’s is considered a hardy Ameri- 
can holly, having done well in 
Rhode Island and on the cape where 
it was growing in an exposed place 
near the water. 

The point was brought out that 
the difficult time in growing English 
hollies is when they are young and 
grow late into the fall. Once the 
plants become larger and more ma- 
ture, they stop growing easily and 
can stand the winters better. 

Different hollies react different- 
ly in different localities. In the final 
analysis, he said each person has to 
try them in his own locality. 


New Variegated Plants 


He was then asked about new 
items among variegated plants. He 
said that these should make good 
plants for canning, particularly for 
mid-August and early September 
when other garden center stock 
sales are slack. He added that he 
was hunting for and experimenting 
with plants that would be suitable 
for canning and said that items for 
this purpose must be easy to propa- 
gate and relatively inexpensive. 
Since much of the stock sold in cans 
represents impulse buying on the 
part of the customer, it must look 
attractive and be moderately priced. 

When asked what damages he had 
suffered so far this particularly se- 
vere winter, Mr. Hoogendoorn said 
that the time damage would occur 
would be in March when the sun- 
light becomes warmer but frost in

Popular Song Used 


To advertise this stunt, Hol- 
singer’s had a radio station play the 
popular song, “Money Tree,” on a 
phonograph record during the week 
of the opening, and the advertising 
was tied in with this record. The 
guessing was open for two wecks, 
including two week-ends. In order 
to make an entry in the contest, one 
had to come to the store and fill out 
a blank. In this manner more than 
7,500 visitors were attracted to the 
garden center. The first prize went 
to one whose guess was within 6 
cents of the correct amount, and all 
50 prize-winners guessed within 70 
cents. 

A soil testing clinic proved a suc- 
cessful traffic builder. Customers 
were invited to bring in soil samples 
for testing and were given advice 
as to the proper fertilizers and soil 
builders to use. A similar clinic on 
insecticides and _ fungicides also 
proved successful. The personnel 
for these clinics was furnished with- 
out charge by the manufacturers of 
the products involved. 

Advertising is done in the garden 
section of the Sunday edition of a 
Kansas City daily newspaper and in 
a tabloid-style paper published at 
the garden center. Twenty thou- 
sand copies of the latter are mailed 
out every two weeks to the trade 
area. Holsinger’s is a member of 
the Antioch Shopping Center Asso- 
ciation, which sponsors group pro- 
motions. 

During the spring season Hol- 
singer's endeavors to advertise every 
two weeks a special item at a low 
price to bring in the customers. The 
firm has found that such advertised 
items must be well known and 
demand, or they will not produce 
the desired results. 

Work With Local Newspaper 


Holsinger’s made a deal with 
local newspaper whereby the firm 
would supply a dozen gladiolus bulbs 
to new or renewal subscribers. To 
such subscribers were given coupons 
that could be exchanged for 12 
bulbs at the Antioch Garden Cen- 
ter. The bulbs were furnished at 
slightly more than cost, but as an 
advertising stunt it was well worth 
while. More than 800 subscribers 
came to the garden center to get 
their bulbs. The same plan was used 


in the fall with tulip bulbs, with 
equal success.

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center. If an item that has not been 
selling well is displayed prominently 
and attractively in large numbers, 
sales pick up at once. Heavy or 
bulky items, such as fertilizers and 
mulches, are displayed in areas ad- 
jacent to the parking lot to facilitate 
loading in customers’ cars. 

Holsinger’s believes in suggestive 
selling. If a customer buys a rose- 
bush, the salesman suggests the need 
of a shovel to plant it, fertilizer to 
feed it or mulch to protect it. It 
has been found that it is much easier 
to build up the size of an order 
already started than it is to make a 
new sale. In order to accomplish 
this without neglecting other cus- 
tomers who might be waiting, it is 
necessary to have extra sales person- 
nel during busy times. 

Firm Does Much Landscaping 

Landscape planting is the main 
business of the Holsinger Nursery 
Co. The garden center has been a 
help to this business by providing 
leads for landscape jobs. Many 
customers come to the center with 
no definite idea of what they want, 
but some prove to be good prospects 
for landscape service. 

The Wilsons, who have been in 
the nursery business for many years, 
have discovered that customers are 
now much better informed than they 
were a few years ago. They have a 
good knowledge of plants, fertilizers 
and insecticides. This is attributed 
to a growing interest in gardening, 
which results in extensive reading of 
garden magazines and horticultural 
books. 

Because of the newly increased 
awareness of the part of the custom- 
er, the garden center operator, as 
well as his sales help, must have 
better knowledge of the merchan- 
dise.

TEN THOUSAND QUESTIONS 


In “10,000 Garden Questions,” 
the reader finds as many answers 
from 20 experts in horticulture. The 
recently revised and enlarged en- 
cyclopedic reference manual, which 
was edited by F. F. Rockwell, well- 
known horticultural author-editor, 
was recently published by Double- 
day & Co., New York city, at $5.95. 
The 1,400-page volume includes 
over 400 illustrations. 

The 10,000 questions are broken 
down into nine sections: Soils and 
fertilizers, landscaping, ornamental 
plants and their culture, lawns and 
turf areas, home vegetable gardens, 
home-grown fruits, house plants, 
plant troubles and their control and 
regional garden problems.

The recent publication, by Fred- 
erick Warne & Co., Ltd., London 
and New York, of a new revision of 
A. Laurence Wells’ book, “Garden 
Ponds, Fish and Fountains,” testifies 
to the sustained, if restricted, inter- 
est in garden pools and water gar- 
dening in Britain and the United 
States.

DWARF PEAR TREES 


Dwarf pear trees are believed to 
have possibilities from the standpoint 
of commercial well as 
home gardeners, in the opinion of 
Prof. Karl D. Cornell Uni- 
versity pomologist at the experiment 
station at Geneva, N. Y. How pears 
can be dwarfed and tests under way 
with various dwarfing rootstocks are 
described by Professor Brase in the 
station’s quarterly, Farm Research. 

“Dwarf Bartlett trees come into 
fruit two to three years after plant- 
ing in the orchard,” he comments. 
“Individual fruits of pears grown on 
quince rootstocks are larger than 
those from standard trees and of 
high quality. Also, the trees require 
little pruning, chiefly that necessary 
to shape the tree.” 

The trees remain small and should 
be planted closely in the row to ob- 
tain maximum yields per acre, he 
explains. Bartlett, for example, can 
be planted six to eight feet apart in 
the row, with rows 18 to 20 feet 
apart. A test planting of the more 
important pear varieties on dwarfing 
rootstocks has been set out at the 
experiment station to obtain infor- 
mation on yield capacities and on 
how best to handle the trees in com- 
mercial plantings

Nurserymen commonly use Angers 
quince as a rootstock for dwarfing 
pears. Recently, clonal selections of 
Angers as well as of the common 
quince have come into use, and ob- 
servations on their relative growth- 
restricting effects, hardiness and re- 
sistance to leaf spot have been made 
at the station. 

Some pear varieties have been 
found to be incompatible when bud- 
ded on quince. This difficulty can be 
overcome by using a compatible va- 
riety, such as Old Home, as an in- 
terstock, explains Professor Brase. 
Old Home has the additional advan- 
tage of being resistant to fire blight. 
Even if a branch of a susceptible 
variety is killed by blight back to 
the graft union, it can be cut off and 
the remaining healthy Old Home 
frame regrafted.
